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ROYAL VISIT TO FRANCE 

Considerable pleasure will be felt at the 
announcement that King George VI and Queen 
Elizabeth have accepted the invitation of the 
French President to visit France at the end of 
June when, among other things, His Majesty 
‘will unveil’ the memoriat to the Australian 
troops at Villers-Bretonneux, The bonds of 
amity which have long linked France with 
Britain have been distinguished by previous 
royal visits but none will create more happiness 
than the visit now announced, King Edward 
Vit-was so great an admirer of France that his 
visits were frequent and he was as well known 
in Paris as in London. King George V_ made 
several visits to France during the Great War 
‘when ho visited the trenches and saw what his 
forces wero doing in the field, One of the most 
famous of war pictures shows him with French 
‘and British’ generals, The last royal visit to 
Franco wag made by King Edward ViIt on July 
26, 1030, “when His Majesty unveiled the 
Canadian’ war memorial at Vimy Ridge for 
which purpose a large contingent of Canadians, 
made the pilgrimage to Franco to, witness the 
ceremony dedicated to their fellow eduntrymen 
who lost thelr lives in one of the severest 
jagements during the entire course of the 
war. ‘Tho forthcoming visit of King George VI 
Will be the first of his reign and should be a 
happy augury of the traditional relations be- 
tween the two countries separated by a narrow 
channel but connected by ties which have with- 
stood the test of time and have played so great 
part in maintaining peace in Europe, 




















THREAT TO AMOY 

In threatening to attack Amoy, the Japanese 
‘authorities probably have a good military reason 
but it is diMlcult o discover it, The latest 
reports from the Fukien city reveal that there 
are only a handful of Chinese troops in the city 
‘and these are engaged chiefly in police work. 
‘The main garrison force moved out some time 
‘ago and is now about 50 miles from Amoy, 
while the poor slate of the defences as illus. 
trated by the amateurish sandbag redoubts and 
‘dug-outs along the waterfront deny any idea 
‘of resistance. During a day of raids last week 
‘only two rounds of anti-aircraft fire met the 
ralders over a period of elght hours which is 
pathetic evidence of the possibilities of defence. 
‘Hitherto, Amoy has enjoyed a peaceful existence 
indulging in nothing more exeiting than a 
prosperous trade in oranges and vegetable pro- 
ucts with Shanghal and other ports, but poli- 
tical developments are interfering with its 
dally life and some of Shanghay's problems are 
being experienced for naturally there is a big 
influx of refugees from the mainland to the 
‘small forelgn residential-area of Kulangs which 
ig becoming crowded, .The situation may be 
solved by the withdrawal of the Chinese 
authorities to permit the Japanese unobstructed 
‘uecess to the city, but it would not be a fair 
reflection on the situation at Amoy to regard the 
‘attack and capture of the city as an important 
military problem analogous to other points of

‘The forecast of the “Asahi Shimbun” as to 
the nature of the Japanese replies to the British, 
French and United States’ notes on the subject 
of naval expansion, is probably the most intel- 
Ugent anticipation ‘of the ultimate event, As 
this journal pointed out there is always the pos- 
sibility that Japan will refuse to give the infor- 
mation asked for, on the ground that there is 
no treaty liability now imposed upon her, and 
that she is free to take whatever course 
she pleases with regard {to future naval 
Duilding, It is a perfectly proper attitude for 
‘Tokyo to adopt, even if it happens to be an 
unfortunate one. It will, however, do nothing 
more than cause the signatories fo the Notes 
to consider what their programmes shall be in 
answer to that which it is believed Japan has 
already adopted, Tho nations concerned: wilt be 
reinforeed in that belief, because if Japan were 
not ongaged upon plans such as have been 
alleged it would have been ensy for her to have 
sald #0, If she docs refuse to give any infor- 
mation ‘only one conclusion will be drawn, and 
that entails the invoeation of the escalator clause 
of the London Naval Treaty and the embarkation 
‘upon a naval arms race that will be most unfor~ 
tunate to everyone concerned, Should the 
Japanese reply follow the terminology suggested 
‘by the “Asahi Shimbun” it will be regrettable, 
‘and the impression created abroad will be most 
unhappy, To suggest that invocation of the 
Escalator Clause is an “act of arrogance, which 
is a matter of no concern to the Imperial 
Government,” may sound all very welt for home 
consumption, but it is a diplomatic manner of 
cocking a snook at the three Powers concerned, 
‘The balance of the forecast reply represents 
nothing new, ‘There is the usual claim that 
Japan's policy of aulonomous armament based 
fon non-menage and non-aggression. ‘That will 
bbe accepted for what it appears to be worth in 
view of all that has happened in recent years, 
in which regard it may be conceded that the 
completeness of tho absence of aggression in 
China may be the best tost of what the passage 
referred to actually means, For the rest it may 
bbe expected that the replies will contain some 
such reference 10 the question of, the common 
upper limit as that which the Japanese journal 
suggests. Tt amounts merely to a yeaMfimation 
fof the Japanese determination to acquire naval 
parity with Britain and the United States. ‘That 
Will prove a very expensive business, and it by 
no means follows that tho possession of 
such a determination assures its. achievement. 
Economically speaking Japan is in no way fitted 
to engage in a building duel with the three 
‘countries which have addressed her. As lonyt 
fas at Teast (wo of them are convinced of the 
necessity of providing a margin of power above 
that of Japan it may be expected that they will 
build to the old ratio, They can do it, and, in 
view of the fact that tho potentialities of ‘the 
world situation demand that it should be done, 
there is no reason to believe that both Great 
Britain and the United States will not take the

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A STRANGE REPORT 
7 Feb. 9. 


‘The last mails brought to Shanghai a copy 
of “Doctrine in the Church of England,"| 
‘being the report of the Commission on 
Christian Doctrine appointed by the Arch-| 
bishops of Canterbury and York in 1922. 
The Commission considered the subjects 
under its terms of reference for no less than 
flteen years. Na doubt much time was neces- 
sary for the discussion of the important point 
faised, and the result of this very lengthy 
labour has been the production of a report 
‘which, while itis described as “important and 
significant,” partakes of both those qualities 
from a somewhat alarming point of view. 
‘The report is unanimtously agreed to by the’ 
members of the commission, but it is clear 
fon, perusal of the document that that un- 
fanimity was only reached through an agree- 
ment to differ. It does not, therefore, 
Tepresent the unanimous considered opinion 
of those who have drawn it up, but states 
the points upon which agreement has been 
reached and those others in which the dif- 
ferences ‘cannot be bridged. It is to the 
second and third sections of the report that| 
most people will quickly turn, for in those| 
the main controversial subjects are dealt 
with, and that ina manner which must be 
somewhat alarming to the ordinary layman, 
There Is a difference of opinion concerning| 
the doctrine of the Virgin Birth, some holding 
that the belief in the Word made flesh is| 
integrally bound up with the belief in the 
Virgin Birth, while others hold that a full 
belief in the historical Incarnation is more| 
consistent with the supposition that our 
Lord's birth took place under the normal 
conditions of human generation, In con 
sidering that finding it has to be remembered | 
that the doctrine of the Virgin Birth is an| 
‘essential part of the Articles of Religion 
‘agreed upon by the Archbishops, Bishops and| 
‘the whole clergy of the Church of England) 
in 1562, 

‘With regard to the Resurrection, described 
fs “Whe eentval fact in human history” it is 
Hated that a majority of the Commission are 
agreed in holding the traditional explanation 
tat the tomb was empty because the Lord| 
had risen, In his personal introduction to 
the report the Archbishop of York whole- 
heartedly accepts as historical facts the 
birth and resurrection of Christ, but fully 
recognizes the position of those who sincerely 
affirm the reality of the Incarnation without 

ccepting one of both of those two events 
'S actual historical facts. Again it isan 
essential doctrine of the Church of England 
that "Christ did truly rise again from death, 
‘and took again his body with flesh, bones and 
fall things pertaining to the perfection of 
Man's nature...” and the same Article IV is 
justas emphatic with regard to the Ascension. 
It is not surprising that criticism should be 
levelled against the report that it was vitiated 
by ignoring dhe standards of doctrine in the 
Church of England, that the XXXIX Articles] 
hhad_ been brushed aside and subordinated! 
{o the Prayer Book. It is not a happy state 
of affairs, Such questions as to whether the 
Virgin Birth is fact or myth, whether or not 
He. did indeed rise from’ the dead and 
whether the miracles should be taken as 
history or imagery have not, been answered. 
Al the reader of the report learns is that on 
these points amongst the members. of this 
very important body there was nothing more 
than an agreement to adhere to their own 
opinions, It would, save for reasons of space, 
bbe possible to deal ‘at length with conclusions 
drawn on other points which the Commission 
considered, but this may be said—the Com- 
mmission seems to be just as undecided about 
the main questions of doctrine as they were 
concerning for whom the report was being 

In one instance on one page it is 
Stated that the report was not being written 
for the general public, and on another it says| 
“Our report has not been composed primarily 
for expert theologians. 

If it has not been written for the general] 
public it is to be regretied that it was ever 
Dublished; if for expert theologians it need 
ever have been, for it only tells them what 
in the main they already know. The effect 
of this work upon believers in the Church's 
doctrines as enunciated nearly four hundred 
‘years ago may prove unfortunate. ‘There are 
millions of simple souls adhering with great 
faith to a simple if wonderful story, peopl> 
who are not concerned with all the fine points| 
with which the report deals, but with what 
they believe to be historical facts. ‘They are 
now told that some of their religious leaders 
are still confirmed in that belief, while others 
are not, that there is considerable doubt as 
to what is the real doctrine of the Church of 
England. Will it be at all surprising if simple 
{faith becomes replaced by complete uncer- 
‘tainty? It is not everyone who can hope to| 
grasp all the esoterics of any religion, not 
every one who can now bring himself to 
believe that these things which for centuries 
have been taught as historical facts, may 
after all be but mere imagery with highly 
significant meaning. There will undoubtedly, 
‘be many who can face such a situation, even 
‘if they have not already done so, but to those 
of simple, fundamental faith—and there are 




















so many—this report ean only serve to make| 
‘confusion worse confounded. Nevertheless it 


have produced mere futilities. “It may be| 
that that august body has laid the foundations 
for more important work in the future. It is| 
to be hoped that. this will be the case and| 
that the day is not far distant when the| 
Church will at last be apprised of what it 
can be reasonably. certain the whole of its! 
Teaders accept as the real basis of faith. As 
it stands, however, the Report may shake the 
faith of the masses without doing any great 
service to those who have as the result of| 
study already realized the potentialities which 
are now revealed. 





BETTER ATMOSPHERE 
Feb, 10, 

It is gratifying to Yearn from a_ message 
from Londén that Italian circles fee! anxious| 
that there should be no further delay in hold~ 
ing Anglo-Italian discussions for the purpose 
fof endeavouring to arrange a seltlement of 
the questions outstanding between the two| 
countries. The prompt acceptance by Rome! 
[of the British proposals for stronger action 
against piracy in the Mediterranean, and the 
change in tone of the Italian Press's re~ 
ferences to Great Britain tend to confirm the| 
belief that there is a possibility of the rela~ 
tions of Great Britain and Italy undergoing 
2 modification which is eminently desirable, 
3t would be imprudent to assume because 
there are signs of change that any material 
alteration in the disposition of the two gov- 
femnments towards each other is Ukely to} 
‘ceur in the immediate future, though any- 
thing which tends to produce a better feeling 
is most heartily to be welcomed. Signor! 
Grandi, for example, has made a” proposal 
that fifty per cent. of the foreign volunteers| 
Jn Spain should be withdrawn. ‘That has been| 
welcomed by France but opposed by Russia| 
which does not accept the proportions. sug- 
ested. At the most, if it were carried out, 
it would not affect the ratio of strength be- 
tween the two parties fighting in Spain, and 
would do neither any military harm, though| 
acceptance of the suggestion would’ amount 
to an important moral gesture the significance 
of which cannot be averrated. Ifa settle- 
ment of this one question alone could be 
achieved to common satisfaction it would 
have a profound effect upon the general si- 
tuation in Europe, and would help to lay al 
basis upon which’ a more amicable political 
structure could be erected. It may still be 
the Russian policy to maintain disturbed re- 
lations in the Mediterranean. Her rejection| 
of the Italian proposal is calculated to secure! 
the continuance of unfortunate conditions 
which at present exist, unless the other 
Powers, even in the event of this last sug- 
Eestion’not proving effective, realize that the! 
Italian Government through Signor Grandi 
hhas made a gesture the implicattons of which| 
should not be ignored, 

If by some means’ the European Powers 
could demonstrate to the Soviet, that sts 
Attempts to play one Power off against another| 
‘would be no longer tolerated, a great step| 
‘would be taken towards the solution of many| 
‘of the world's present dificulties, for it is 
quite apparent that Russian policy requires 
the perpetuation of present discords and the| 
dissatisfaction which they enfail, At the same 

ime it must be remembered that Haly has it 
‘entirely in her own hands as to how soon a 
better understanding can be had with Great 
Britain, “It is apparent to even the most 
casual student of foreign affairs that the 
present estrangement—so tragic in view of 
the long Anglo-Italian friendship—is not of 
Great Britain's making, but arises through the 
positive actions whieh Italy has taken, first 
‘with regard to Elhiopia,” and latterly’ with 
regard to other portions of the African con- 
tinent and in Arabia and Palestine. ‘There is 
more than a little evidence to suggest that 
Italian intrigue is being waged in Egypt for 
the diminishing of British influence in that 
‘country, and when all these things are con- 
sidered, it is apparent that Italy can best 
decide for herself when she wants to regain 
British friendship. “The initiative, as it has| 
bbeen so often stated, rests entirely with Rome. 
Britain's attitude fr the moment is entirely 
passive. She will, when it becomes necessary! 
fake every possible step for the protection of 
her own interests in the Mediterrancan as| 
clsewhere, and so soon as she is assured that 
Halian policy mo longer menaces them, the| 
atmosphere prevailing between the two coun- 
tries ean be expected to improve. One of the| 
‘essential preliminaries for the restoration of 
more cordial relations has been announced 
quite a number of times by Mr. Anthony! 
Eden. ‘That concerns the emanation of anti- 
British propaganda from the Halian station 
‘of Bari, directed to the Arab world for the| 
purpose of undermining British prestige with| 











unrest amongst those under British jurisdi 
tion. ‘There cannot be the slightest doubt that 
‘much of the unrest in Palestine is due to Italian| 
inspiration. Proof of Italian bona fides would 
be seen in the discontinuance of this part 
cular form of annoyance, and, from the British| 
point of view, it is imperative that a better-| 
ment should be effected in this connection| 
before it is -possible to proceed to those dis~ 
cussions which it is hoped may result in a 
better understanding between the two nations. 
It should not, for example, be difficult to| 











‘would be improper to dub the considerations| 
of the Commission and the report which they

nostrum, a claim which would be rejected by 
other Mediterranean nations, but that will 
never alter the fact that that sea is an im- 
portant trade route for the Brilish, and as 
such must receive British protection. It has, 
been urged on other occasions that Anglo- 
Italian interests in the Mediterranean are 
complementary and by no means necessarily 
antagonistic, and if that view were accepted 
by Signor Mussolini, much again would be 
done for the improvement of existing rela~ 
tions. If, from the Italian point of view, the 
recognition of the Italian Empire in Ethiopia 
is insisted upon as an essential, it is likely 
that there will still be delay in bringing about 
fa rapprochement, for Italy must be made to 
realize that the ‘British government, having 
taken the stand which it did over the invasion 
of Abyssinia, cannot be expected to make a 
complete volte face merely for the purpose 
of expediency, ‘The principles involved in 
Britain's policy in this matter still stand as 
good now as they were when the original 
course of action was decided upon, and it 
‘cannot now be abandoned. Whether for good 
or evil—and there are many who think it is 
for the latter—Britain still stands committed 
to the principles which brought the League 
of Nations into being. A change of policy 
now would be an act of apostasy which might 
very well deal a death blow to an already 
sadly weakened League. In any real desire 
for the betterment of Anglo-Italian relations, 
due regard should be had for Britain's posi- 
tion in this matter, and it is still possible for 
both countries to leave that one question in 
abeyance and proceed to the discussion of 
other questions upon which settlement could 
bbe reached. It is only by some such process 
of give-and-take that common ground for 
negotiation can be found. ‘The example set 
by some countries of recognizing, de facto, the 
Malian imperium in Ethiopia may commend 
itself to some. It is doubtful if it ever will 
to Great Britain, and it is perfectly clear that, 
so long as Italy’ insists on recognition ‘as the 
‘essential preliminary, amicable understanding 
‘will remain as difficult in the future as it has 
unfortunately proved to be in the past. 























HSUCHOW AND AFTER 
Feb, 11 


After a lull of some months the Japanese 
forces have commenced a series of actions 
designed to bring about the fall of Hsuchow 
and thereby secure domination of the whole 
of the Tsinpu Railway and its junction with 
the Lunghai Railway. ‘The Chinese have all 
along considered that this city was one of the 
‘main strategie points in their resistance to 
the Japanese invasion, and for a very con= 
siderable time have been busily engaged in 
perfecting its defences which are reported 
to be very strong, strong enough to be called 
China's “Hindenburg Line.” ‘The last few 
days have seen a considerable increase in the 
activities of the Japanese Army moving 
northward and with the recent capture of 
Pengpu, and Fengyang and the move towards 
‘Mengcheng the first, steps towards the ulti- 
mate reduction of Hsuchow may be said to 
have been completed. ‘The whole action is 
assuming greater dimensions with the Japan- 
ere attacking the Lunghai Railway from no 
fewer than five provinces, Honan, Hopel and 
Shantung in the north’ and Anhwei and 
Kiangsu in the south. ‘The fighting is con- 
sequently, being carried on over a wide front 
from the Tientsin-Pukow to the Peiping- 
Hankow Railway. It is quite probable that 
the Japanese high command will seek to 
bring about the fall of Hsuchow by cutting 
the Lunghai Railway somewhere to the west 
and at the moment it appears as though Kwei- 
teh and not Hsuchow Is the immediate objec- 
tive, for as the armies advaneing upon it from 
the north and the south draw closer together 
the salient around Hsuchow will be suficiently 
squeezed to oblige the Chinese to withdraw. 
Kweiteh in this instance plays exactly the 
‘same role as Tazang did in the defence of 
Chapel, for it will be remembered that when 
the Japanese reached that important spt the 
danger of the encirclement of the Chinese 
forces in the Chapel salient was so great that 
withdrawal was the only prudent method of 
keeping the troops intact. “Kweiteh need not 
necessarily have to fall before the Chinese 
positions around Huschow are rendered 
tenable, for the mere reduction of the distance 
separating the northern and southern Japan- 
‘ese forces will render it imperative for the 
Chinese command to extricate itself. 

‘That the Japanese may eventually succeed 
in carrying out their present plan seems to be 
fully realized by the authorities in Hankow, 
who are determined to mike the whole move 
cexecedingly expensive for the Japanese, ‘The 
bitterness of the fighting is indicated by the 
reports that on oceasion the Chinese have 
been able to beat off Japanese advances, and 
the crossing of the Hwai river is still being 
hotly contested. Roughly speaking the Japan- 
eee are endeavouring to advance in three 

irections, from the south towards Hechow 
and Kweiteh, from Tsining southwestward to 
the latter eity, and down the Peiping-Hankow 
Railway towards Chengchow, the capture of 
which would be an additional step in turn- 
ing the Chinese position at Hsuchow. Indeed 
both Chengchow and Kweiteh are key posi- 
tions upon which the fate of Hsuchow com- 






































define British ‘and Italian ‘rights in the 
Mediterranean. ‘The Italians may call it mare 
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pletely depends. With the capture of these 
three cities, if and when it is brought about, 
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‘the Japanese campaign in Chitia will assume| 
a new phase involving the ultimate fate of] 
Hankow itself. With the whole of the Tien 
tsin-Pukow Railway in Japanese hands, the| 
portion of the Lunghai Railway westward to] 
Chengchow will - provide adequate com-| 
munication with the Peiping-Hankow Railway] 
and will provide the Japanese troops with 
excellent supply lines behind the con- 
templated advance through Anhwei towards| 
Hankow. For the moment the Japanese] 
‘armies south of the Yangtze are putely on the| 
defensive, seeking to consolidate the gains| 
they have already made and preparing’ 
eventually to take part in the adyance upon| 
Hankow. If the Japanese plans,,as they now 
‘appear, prove successful, the . defence of 
China's temporary capital ‘will have to meet 
fat least three converging attacks. One'from 
the north down the Peiping-Hankow Railway, 
‘and two others along each bank of the Yang- 
tze and it seems to be quite clear that a 
successful resistance tq these advances can 
only be offered if the large number of troops 
at present operating in Anhwei and Kiangsu 
‘ean be withdrawn in good order to reinforce] 
those upon which the defence of Hankow will 
naturally devolve, 


‘The prospects of severe fighting and, per- 
haps, the fall of Hankow itself, will not] 
necessarily ‘dampen the ardour of the resist-| 
‘ance which China is presenting to the Japan- 
‘ese invasion, They have accepted the idea 
‘of a long-drawn-out struggle, with the 
‘possibility of repeated military defeats in the| 
field, believing that an intolerable strain will 
be placed upon Japan's resources, such as to 
bring ultimate victory to themselves. There! 
are many who believe that this is not only| 
possible but probable, In some cases the wish| 
may be father to the thought, but the fact 
‘that it is also held in some high neutral 
quarters suggests that-it is not so wild as] 
‘some observers appear to think. "Tt is, never-| 
theless, a strategy which, even trom ‘China’s| 
point of view is most expensive, but itis fully’ 
realized that the Chinese nation is imbued| 
‘with a spirit of self-sacrifice which none of! 
the Japanese successes up to the moment has! 
done much to modify. Despite claims to the| 
‘contrary there is very little real evidence that 
in the defeats which the Chinese troops have 
sustained in the field they have suffered any| 
material diminution in morale, and though the 
impending battle for the Lunghai Railway’ 
may prove a distinctly fateful one to either 
side, Sts toss need have no greater effect upon 
Chinese determination than the fall of Shang- 
hai or the capture of Nankig. A Japanese 
estimate has been published suggesting that 
the funds which China still has at her disposal] 
‘will permit her to continue the struggle for a| 
further year, By that time huge as are the 
‘Japanese commitments in China already they’ 
will have assumed enormous proportions. 
‘They will still be faced with the task of 
defeating the Chinese armies, and at the same| 
time will have to dissipate quite considerable 
forees for the maintenance of their lines of 
communication against the guerilla warfare 
which is now being so enthusiastically or-| 
ganized. It is not suggested for one moment 
that the Japanese will not be able to cope 
with he difficulties which such a situation 
‘would present, but it becomes increasingly 
apparent, that the further the Japanese 
advance into the interior, the greater becomes 
the demands made upon them, and they are 
already inereasing to such an extent that it is 
permissible to wonder whether the Japanese 
fully realized what they were taking on when 
they initiated this venture. 














MORE BOMBING 
Feb. 12, 


‘The latest attack on an evening con- 
temporary by the local terrorists fortunately 
resulted in no loss of life, and not too great] 
‘an amount of material damage, while the] 
fact that two mon have been arrested, one of 
‘whom at least is reported to have admitted 
that he threw, the bomb, should bring the| 
solution of the problem presented somewhat 
nearer than it has been since these outrages 
commenced. Bombings of other offices and| 
the murder and decapitation of two Chinese: 
have been accompanied by the suggestion 
that these crimes have ben’ committed be-| 
cause of the anti-Japanese activities of the 
victims. That is an attempt to place the 
responsibility for what is happening upon 
the Japanese and does not have about it even’ 
the quality of ingenuity. It is not believed’ 
for one moment that the Japanese would ever| 
descend to such low levels as to seek revenge! 
for eriticism by any such means, and at any| 
rate until there is full evidence on the sub- | 
Jeet any such theory should be rejected. 
When Shanghai fell it become known that a’ 
number of Chinese had been left behind for' 
the purpose ‘af harassing the Japanese. It 
has since been stated that these irregulars had 
been withdrawn from Shanghai, and the 
quictness which prevailed for atime sug- 
gested that this might indeed be the. case. 
‘The hopes which were thus inspixed have 
been rudely dashed during the past few days| 
‘and there is available now all the evidence| 
to show that a terrorist gang is carrying on| 
its nefarious work regardless of who may or| 
may not be damaged, Anonymous letters!

So Jong as the men succeeded in throwing] 
theit bombs and effecting thelr escapes, it 
was obviously difcult for the police authori~ 
lies to trace the offenders or the organization 
behind them. With the apprehension of two 
prisoners yesterday, that difficulty may to 
Some extent be removed, though it is still 
possible that the two many refuse to talk. 
‘That should not place an insuperable obstacle 
in the way of police enquiries, for, once the 
identity of the men is established, it should 
rot be exceptionally difficult to trace their 
‘acquaintances and the circles within which 
they have been moving. In any event the 
police have now something to work on, which 
up to yesterday morning was completely 
missing. Whatever may be the opinion of 
some people, it is quite clear that no blame| 
whatsoever attaches to the police forces of 
the French Concession and the International 
‘Settlement for these occurrences, ‘They can- 
not be expected to forestall crime ofthis 
ature, though it is apparent that offices 
likely to be subjected to this form -of de~ 
monstration will for the future need some 
special protection, if not to prevent the throw- 
ing of bombs, at least to make as sure a3 
possible that the perpetrators of these out- 
Tages shall have little chance of making good 
thelr escape. There is every confidence that 
the respective police forces will eventually 
run these terrorists to ground. In the past 
they have been faced with considerable} 
difficulty in dealing with armed gangs, but 
patience and thoroughly efficient work has 
Ultimately led to their being rounded up 
and sent to the punishment which they 
50 richly deserved. What the police have| 
done in the past, and done so well, they 
may be confidently expected to perform 
in the future and it may be reasonably 
‘expected that they will in the end prove 
Just as successful in dealing with the bomb- 
thrower as they have been with the armed 
robber. It is, perhaps, unfortunate that to 
the onerous tasks already thrown’ upon the 
police forces by the existence of the present| 
State of hostilities the extra work of dealing] 
with these terrorists, should be added, but 
they. should realize that the foreign com- 
munities have every confidence in their 
ability to deal with all phases of the present} 
‘emergency. 

“The offer of $3,000 reward by the French 
authorities for information leading to the 
arrests of ‘these terrorists should bring in 
some informatio, There is also the 
$5,000 offered by the Municipal Council. 
‘The greater the reward the more in~ 
ducement for informers to run the risks, 
which they are invited to do, in order 
to gain it. If these outrages are being com- 
mitted under the inspiration of the Chinese 
authorities, and it was originally suggested 
that this was indeed the case, they should 
be persuaded in their own interests to put an 
end to them, The surest way of alienating 
the deep sympathy which is felt for China, 
is by a continuance of these practices which 
are abhorrent to all right-thinking.men. Not 
only that, it constitutes a direct breach of the 
neutrality of the two foreign areas in which! 
0 many Chinese have sought refuge from the 
tragedies which have been, witnessed through 
‘out the countryside. Thése may be matters| 
‘of pure expediency, but on the question of 
prinelple these bomb outrages are as futile 
as they are deplorable. As has already been| 
pointed out the courage of people who have! 
{o express daily opinion is not likely to be 
daunted by the wretched fellow who seeks to 
throw a bomb and make good his escape be~ 
fore anything happens to him. Bombing of 
this sort is the most vielous type of erime that 
can be imagined. The culprit runs litle risk 
himself, and may do considerable harm to 
perfectly innocent individuals, and it must 
be emphasized that most of the persons 
working for a newspaper have nothing 
whatever to do with its policy, but are 
merely human cogs in the machine which 
produces it. It is to be hoped that those 
found guilty of these crimes will receive the 
most condign punishment. ‘There is not a| 
single good thing which can be sald for the 
dastardly perpetrators of these outrages, and 
‘Shanghai expects that the Courts, before 
whom these men may ultimately be brought, 
will vindicate the law and justice which it is 
sought to administer in this city. of Shanghal. 











AUSTRO-GERMAN TALK 
Feb. 14, 
It is quite likely that not until Herr Hitler} 
makes his long expected speech on February 
20, will the world at large be fully acquainted 
with all that has been happening in Europe| 
during the past few days. The totalitarian] 
states received somewhat of a setback by the] 


mocratie ideal, and it is claimed in some} 


quarters that ‘the recent conversations be~ 
tween Dr. Kurt voit Schuschnigg, the Austrian | 
Chancellor, may possibly be found to have| 
brought about a greater rapprochement be-| 
tween the two countries, and to that extent! 
‘bring about a state of affairs conducing to the 
strength of the Rome-Berlin axis. It is| 
stated that the meeting at Berchtesgaden. as 
‘brought about by Dr. von Papen, since 
withdrawn from Vienna, is a last endeavour| 
to settle’ differences between Berlin and 
Vienna. For some years past the relations| 
between Italy and Austria had been most! 
cordial. Simultaneously the relations be- 
tween Vienna and Berlin had remained none 
too good and even though in 1936 Dr. von 
Papen succeeded in bringing about an agree- 
ment between the two governments, which 
‘ended four years of open hostility arising out] 
of Herr Hitler's ambition to secure his native 
‘Austria for National-Soclalism, there re 
‘maitied outstanding such questions asthe con- 
tinual agitation by German Nazis in Austria 
fon the one side, and continual pinpricks to 
Germany on the other, that the two nations 
could not be brought together. To a very 
great extent -the seitlement of 1936 was 
brought about by the intervention of Signor 
‘Mussolini, for it was due to his persuasion 
that Austria had decided to come to an agree 
ment with Nazi Germany. By it Herr Hitler 
recognized Austria's full. sovereignty, while 
Austria on her part, promised that her policy 
should be based on the recognition that she 
was a German State, while both mutually 
agreed not to seek to influence the internal 
polities of the other. 

What has happened at Berchtesgaden is 
not known at present, and there is conse- 
‘quently much speculation as to what tr 
spired. ‘The most interesting suggestion as] 
to what may have happened is to the effect 
that a bargain may have been struck between 
the two countries, whereby, Austria, would 
guarantee that there would be no restoration 
of the Hapsburgs to the Austrian throne and 
would proclaim an amnesty for political ‘f- 
fenders, while Herr Hitler would order the 
complete cessation of Nazi activities in 
Austria, and make a solemn declaration be- 
fore the German Reichstag on February 20, 
recognizing the independence and sovereignty 
of Austria, When the agreement of 1936 is 
recalled, some doubt may be expressed as to 
whether there is much to support such a fore- 
cast. On the face of it the limitation of] 
‘Austrian action with regard to the restoration 
of the monarchy seems to come within the 
agreement not to interfere with the internal 
polities of each other. On the other hand for 
Herr Hitler to agree to order the stoppage 
of Nazi activities in Austria “seems to. be 
merely agreeing to something to which he has 
already committed himself, while a declara- 
tion recognizing Austria's indegendence and 
sovereignty, would be only a repetition of 
what Herr’ Hitler had already done as far 
back as May 21, 1935. Should Austria have 
agreed to an amnesty for political prisoners, 
it would amount to the liberation of the men 
incarcerated as the result of Nazi activities 
within the boundaries: of Austria, since the 
similar amnesty granted in 1936.’ The can- 
sequences of that agreement were . very 
imposing, and on the face of it Austria con~ 
ceded more than she received. Many banned 
German newspapers were again permitted to 
enter Austria, the toleration of the Swastika 
and the Horst Wessel song—for Gorman 
subjects only, however—and the raising of| 
the Mk.1,000 barrier against German visitors 
to Austria were important results, Herr 
Hitler had wisely abandoned the shadow of 
a certain amount of prestige among. the 
Austrian, Nazis, who had been stunned by 
his recognition of Austrian independence, for 
the substance of tying Austria to the German 
foreign policy. This brought about a revival 
of Austrian Nazi hopes, and, ever since, Dr. 
Schuschnigg has been fighting desperately to 
prevent the Nazis gaining ground too rapidly. 

‘Matters did not greatly improve during 1937 
and it was becoming increasingly clear that, 
in the interests of the Rome-Berlin axis, 
causes for further friction between Germany 
and Austria would have to be removed. The 
French theory is that Herr Guido Schmidt, 
Austrian Foreign Minister, when learning of| 
the departure of Dr. von Papen, strongly 
objected to the appointment of a prominent 
Nazi personality to succeed him. It will.be 
remembered that it was, at the time, reporied 
that Herr Hermann Kriebel, former German 
Consul-General in Shanghai, ‘had been 
selected to follow Dr. von Papen, and Herr 
Kriebel_stands high in the Nazi Party. 
The appointment of such a man who would 
undoubtedly be the warmest possible sup- 
porter of the Austrian Nazis would naturally 
be a source of considerable anxiety to Dr. 
Schuschnigg and his supporters, and it is but 
to be expected that Herr Schmidt should| 
protest against the appointment of a man 
who, while safe under diplomatic immunity, 
might serve as the mainstay for the people 
continually agitating for the downfall of the 
present Austrian Government. Another 
belief is expressed that Dr. von Schuschnigg 
may have consented to the appointment of 
some sympathizers with Austrian Nazism to 
the various State legislative organizations, 
such as the State Council, though not in the 
Government. At the most that would be a

HEAD IN THE SAND 
Feb. 15, 


Last week the “Shanghai Evening Post & 
Mereury” published a translation of an article 
appearing in the “Shanghai Mainichi” severe- 
Jy attacking the promotion of two sons of 
retiring senior police officials. ‘The Japanese 
Journal alleged in the case of Mr. HE. Aiers, 
Senior assistant in the Shanghai Municipal 
Police, that at the age of 24 years, this youn, 
man whom the journal averred had received 
fan education not beyond high. school level, 
‘had been promoted to Chief Assistant draw- 
Ing a salary rising from $750 to a maximum 
of $1,200, “The Japanese journal according. to 
the translation ‘actually sald that Mr, Alcrs 
salary had been raised from $750 to $1,200 
per mensem though the articles apparently 
{neludes the former variation as well. Tt is 
‘argued that the young man was in receipt 
of remuneration’ “much more than high 
‘Japanese officials of the Shanghal Municipal 
Police are getting after 20 to 30 years of 
service with the force.” It is further alleged 
that Mr. Alers only joined the force in 
1934, and. thas consequently only about 
four’ years service to his credit, With. 
regard to Mr, J. E, Fairbairn, alleged to be 
‘4 graduate of a high school, 23 years of age 
and with three years service with the Police 
JForce, it was stated that Jhe had been 
‘promoted to senior assistant ‘receiving $600 
a month with the possibility of rising to $920, 
‘The Japanese journal then proceeds to draw 
comparisons between these salaries and those 
of the men engaged in other branches of the 
service and makes the acid comment to the 
effect that the time has come to realize that 
‘the Shanghai Municipal Council is not the 
East India Company, but a municipal adminis 
tration set up by people of various nationall- 
ties residing in the Settlement. ‘The paper 
suggests that because these young officals 
are thé sons of their fathers thelr promotion 
hhas been altogether too rapid and suggests 
that S€ the system of “handing down jobs to 
‘one’s sons” is continued the rights of the 
taxpayers will go on being trampled under 
foot. 

If the facts were as the Japanese journals 
suggests, the matter would indeed be a 
serious one, but investigations made by this 
Journal indicates ‘a very different state of 
affairs, Mr, Aiers is not a young man of 24; 
he 1s 29 years of age. Ho is not draw- 
ing a salary of $1,200, but only $750. 
It will take 18 years'for him to reach the 
maximum of $1,200 a month, - While Mr. 
‘Aiers may have ‘been attached to’ the police 
for only a period of three years, he has 
seen much longer service with the Municipal 
Council, and the case as now presented is 
ertainly not one of unprecedentedly rapid 
promotion within the short period between 
1034 and now, Mr. Fairbairn, is younger, it 
fs true, but he draws only $400 per mensem, 
‘The fathers of neither of these two men had 
anything to do with the promotion which they 
have received. Under the system. whieh 
prevails in the Municipal Service, it would 
be impossible for,them to do so. ‘The young 
men would natufally in the course of thelr 
employment be the subject of reports from 
their superiors to the Staff Committee, ‘That 
body would scrutinize all: recommendations 
made, and in turn make thelr recommenda 
tions'to the Council. ‘The Japanese have 
representation on both the Staff Committce 
fand the Couneil, and it was open to them on 
‘at least tivo oecasions to oppose what it was 
proposed to do had there been any real ground 
for doing so, This journal has been unable 
to discover that at any time opposition, or 
protest .was lodged by the Japanese 're- 
presentatives either on: the Staff Committee 
fr in the Council itself, and it is reasonable 
to assume that what ‘was done was done 
perfectly openly, and with the knowledge of 
the representatives of all nationalities which 
ko to constitute the Council, It is apparent 
that these suggestions of nepotism, or of any 
other kind of jiggery-pokery, must of nec 
sity fall to the ground, as, in the cireumstances, 
completely ridiculous and without any basis 
in fact. Furthermore it would be the com- 
plete negation of reasonableness to adopt the 
Policy that because a young man had a parent 
in the muniepial service, he should be de- 
barred from employment therein. 

Now that the matter has been presented 
in its true light, some reference may with 
justice be made fo the attitude of the Council 
in the matter, When the article frst appeared 
{in the evening contemporary, this journal 
approached no less than three high officials 
fof the Municipal Council for a statement 








as they were never permitted to secure a 
majority in those bodies would cause the 
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without any satisfactory result, It appeared 
from the replies given to a representative of 
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this journal that the official policy was to 
ignore the whole thing, if not to treat it with 
contempt. ‘That this journal contends was 
a mistaken policy. An untruthful statement 
reflecting upon the system of promotion in 
the municipal service, suggesting even that, 
in these two instances; nepotism had beén 
indulged in, had been given wide publicity, 
and the untruth has as a result been allowed 
to remain current, without any attempt at 
oficial denial for an undue number of days. 
At any time it is practically impossible to 
overtake a lie, but, when it is given a running 
start of about five days, the task of refuting. 
it becomes all the more difficult. In times 
such as these, and particularly when it is the 
avowed intention of the Japanese to take a 
greater part in the administration of the In- 
ternational Settlement it is imperative that 
attacks made upon the management of the 
‘municipal service, particularly when it is so 
grievous an attack as this, should be promptly 
and effectively dealt with, Silence on such 
‘occasions gives the impression that there may 
be something wrong after all, that samething 
has been done which the Council cannot de- 
fend, and assists the attackers in their at- 
tempts, permitting the implication, by oficial 
reticence, that there is never. smoke without 
fire. There is no substance to the allegations 
of the “Shanghai Mainichi” and the correct 
officlal procedure should have been to make 
that fact known as soon as posit 
criticism whatever is levelled against the 
evening contemporary for publishing the 
translation which it did. ‘That such an attack 
had been made was news, and important 
news at that, On the other hand the fact 
that the allegations were untrue was news 
which in the interests of the Council should 
have been immediately published, in order 
that the confidence of the ratepayers in the 
munfeipal service should not be diminished. 
In recent months the behaviour of the Counell 
with regard to publicity has not been entirely 
satisfactory, but adherence to its policy of 
reticence, when under attacks of this nature, 
cannot be considered as anything but com- 
pletely ostrich-like.

SHORT-LIVED 


‘The collapse of the Goga Cabinet in Rumania 
though it has come as a surprise, was not 
entirely to be unforeseen. M. Goga headed a 
comparatively small anti-Semitic minority, and 
i seems that the immediate need of Rumania 
Is for the establishment of a coalition govern- 
ment through which the will of the democracy 
shall prevail. A number of reasons bave been 
given for M. Goga’s failure to earty on, ranging 
from the Soviet protest over the dissapearance 
of M. Theodore Butenko, the Russian Charé 
AMtaires, to the refusal of Rumanian financiers 
{0 co-operate with his government, “King Carol 
has appealed to the Patriarch of the National 
Orthodox Chyrch to form a Cabinet, and the 
latter hag invited no fewer, than seven former 
Prime Ministers to assist him in his task, That 
they have consented to do so means that leaders 
fof many shades of political opinion will take 
part in’ the deliberations of the Cabinet, and 
that it will represent a very wide section of 
Rumanian politfeal thought, and should bring a. 
majority of the electorate’ to its support. In 
effect the contemplated. totalitarian system of 
xovernment has failed to carry on, and this 
latest development is to be welcomed as a 
success for democracy of which the Goga 
Cabinet and its policies were the direct nega 
ion, “Another gratifying result of this latest 
development is that the Jews have, at any rate: 
for the time being, a respite from the anti- 
‘Semitic activities which marked M. Goga's entry 
Into power. It is not believed that the new. 
Cabinet will continue to adopt this portion of| 
the-Goga policy, and that the unhappy Jews, 
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whose existence in Rumania was threatened, will

OLYMPIC BoycorT 


‘A telegram from Tokyo published in another 
column, draws attention to a correspondents 
letter on the subject of the proposed boycott of 
the Olympic games in 1940, ‘The reasons 
underlying the Chinese suggestion can be fully 
‘understood, They arise from indignation which 
they must naturally feel over the way their 
country has been treated by Japan, and resent 
ment at the wrong which have been inflicted 
‘upon her and her people. Whether the sugges- 
tion will commend itself to other nations likely 
to compete at Tokyo may be doubled, The 
suggestion for such a boycott has already beon 
made, and the opinion was generally expressed 
that it was not desirable that politics should be 
imported into sport. ‘That is a very proper 
spirit, and will probably inspire whatever replies 
are given to the originators of the proposal from 
the various international sporting ‘bodies 10 
which the appeal has been addressed, Chinese 
sportsmen may very well decide to refrain from 
participating in the competitions to be held in 
Tokyo if hostilities are continued until the 
Olympics come to be held. They could properly 
do 0 on the ground that they did not wish to 
‘consort with their enemies, but for other na- 
tionals, to accept the same view would mean a 
departure from that neutrality upon which the 
world insists at the present moment, would 
afford no valuable contribution towards. the 
settlement of this present unhappy business, and 
might do harm in tending towards the exacer~ 
bation of Japanese feelings. And who knows? 
Perhaps, by the time the games come to be held, 
this struggle will have come td an end, It is 
devoutly hoped that this will be the cage, and 
if then there were adherence to a decision taken 
during the heat of battle, it might serve only 
{o irritate the Japanese, ind would certainly 
destroy all prospects of success which it is hoped 
will attend the games the year after next,

Foreign Air Force Pilots Bomb Japanese Troops: 
Japanese Nearing Hsuchowfu 


Hankow, Feb. 7. 
Supported by air craft, the Chi- 
ese are reported to have launched 

‘vigorous counter-offensive this 
morning in the Pengpu sector of the 
Tientsin-Pukow Rallway front in an, 
effort to stem the Japanese push 
towards Hsuchow!u, 

‘Seven Chinese "planes, according 
to Chinese despatches, paved the way 
for the attack by “‘Yeavily bombing 
Japanese -troop and artillery con- 
centrations on the southern bank of 
‘the Hwal river.” Heavy losses are 
claimed to have been inflicted on the 
Japanese, 

Chinese machines were piloted 
by members of the so-called “For- 
eign Leglon,” a band of foreigners 
of various nationalities who have 
come to China voluntarily to help in 
the struggle against Japan, 

‘While various members of, the 
‘Foreign. Legion” have _ previously 
participated in aerial combats with 
Japanese arieratt, to-day was the 
first time that they attacked Japan- 
se positions Jn one unit, 


Chinese. Onslaught 

Relating the story of the eng 
ment, the pilots sald that, shortly 
after’ the bombing started, they 
could see “wave after wave of Chi- 
nese troops pouring forward in a 
vigorous onslaught on the Japanese 
Mines." 

‘They could not tell, however, whe- 
ther the Chinese had succeeded in 
crossing the Hwai River from the 
northern bank, Severe fighting, they 
added, was stilt in progress, 

Previous to the counter-offensive, 
‘Chinese reports state, the Japanese 
made several attempts to" make a 
forced crossing of the Hwal river 
in motor-boats at two points—trom 
the south bank, in the vicinity of 
‘Maotangehi, and also near the Pengptt 
railway’ bridge, 


Efforts Frustrated 


Despite a protective barrage from 
Japanese artillery, however, the Chi-

out to the enemy.” They went 
Funning with all they knew to the 
poliee, and the round-up began. Last 
Thursday these workmen gave their 
shop masters away and from the 
thirty arrested in the two pawnsbops.

Bocca Tigris Forts Shelled 
Planes Bomb Canton 


Canton, Feb. 10. 
Gunfire was audible @ Shamecn 
to-day as the Bocea Tigris Forts, one 
of the most, strategie points on the 
Poart River. on which the safety of 
‘Canton depends, were heavily shelled 
by three Japanese warships, which 
started thelr bombardment at seven 
O'clock this morning.

the wheat horvest, even such as it 
is we ean only hope for two half 
meals each day.” It Is the disrupted 
village and family life that to a great 
extent has made living expensive. ~ 

‘One method that has helped greatly 
to steady and maintain the usual life 
of the suffering villager in this area 
‘and prevent them them from “taking. 
to the road” has been that of organiz- 
Ing mutual aid groups and providing 
them with small loans. This method 
‘enabled thousands of farmers to sow 
thelr wheat flelds, and then to help 
those “who san "be carriers from 
market to market, and barrowmen to 
Push coal ‘from ‘coal mine to con 
sumer, keep farm carts busy and 
burden animals, revive the household 
industry of spinning and weaving for 
themseives Instead of depending upon 
the luxury of cotton mill thread, and 
continue the many other activities of 
ordinary village tife that usually 
helps to feed and cloth and shelter 
the peasant In his home surroundings 
‘and prevent his becoming a wanderer 
(OF a pauper. 

‘Many such groups have been formed. 

12 thouisands of people have been 
helped to be self-supporting and selt- 
respecting eltizens, during a time 
when the very foundations of ordinary 
Tite are velng disrupted.” Courage is 
not jsually lacking where self-respect 
‘and’ self-sipport ean be maintained. 

‘China Tn 
i Commis- 
slon and a study and practice of their 
method of co-operatives during the 
past three or four years an effective 
way Of giving relief at this time has 
been found ready at hand. For 
nancial support the help of the 
China International Famine Relief 
Commission, ‘The National Christian 
Council and the International Red 
Cross, has heen gre:

Meaning 
that in former times so often the 
people suffered at the hands of the 
Inilitary who only thought of their 
own welfare. ‘The new altitide of the 
soldier in general ig doing a lot to 
ereate and further a fecling of united 
‘national resistance. 

Red Spears Active

Japanese Control Railways and Cities But are 
Harassed by Irregulars

Peiping, Jan, 31. 
In the course of the recent debates| 
tn the Japanese Diet, certain. mem- 
bers got up and attacked the Govern- 
ment, because it was making no| 
attempt “to develop and exploit the 
vast territories in China ‘which the| 
rmy has conquered and now  con- 
trols" Assuming that these gentle- 
men seriously meant what they sald 
and were nog talking merely for 
public consumption, it would appear.

the dark as to the true conditions in 
this country.

already. These two areas are. gar- 
risoned chiefly by Manchoukuo troops: 
‘and, as they border on Manchoukuo, 
fare’ in. any. case easily accessible to 
Tapanese reinforcements at any mo- 
ment, Sulyuan is held by bodies of 
Mongol irregulars who arc of doubt- 
ful loyalty and only likely to fall in 
with Japanese wishes, as long as it 
sults thelr own purpose, In the rest 
of North China the Japanese armies 
only hold the railways and larger 
towns; beyond that chaos and anarchy 
relgn ‘complete, 

‘The whole of centrat and south 
Hopei is swarming with armed and 
desperate bands of men, partly dis- 
banded soldiery and partly peasantry 
riven to desperation by the destruc- 
tion of their homes and means of| 
living. Into this large area the| 
Japanese ean only penetrate in strong 
bodies, and then are liable to be| 
ambushed unless escorted by scout 
Ing planes. *Some days or so ago 
several of ,these bands crossed the 
‘Yungtingho’ northwards and raided 
various places along the | Peiping- 
Tientsin Railway. ‘They had to be 
Aispersed by bombing trom the alr. 
‘And afterwards, when the noise of air 
bombing was heard for two days in 
Pelping to the south it was explained 
‘that Japanese planes were breaking 
up the ice in the river with bombs, 
{o prevent these bands trom eros: 
ing. 





Irregulars Ral Rallwayn 


On the Peiping-Hankow Railway 
which runs almost for Its whole 
Jength along the mass of mountains 
leading over to Shansi, communica 
tlons are quite uncertain. Irregulars 
fare constantly raiding it trom these 
hills, and tho country between. the 
railway ond the foothills is ravaged 
by thelr raids and the counter-raids 
of the Japanese. | Three weeks ago 
Irregulars penetrated to the small 
town of Wanglu on the line south of 
Paotingtu and having wiped out the. 
small Japanese garrison held up the 
line for twelve hours, until driven 
out by Japanese reinforcements. None 
Of these raids are ever announced in 
the official. communiqués. 

‘in Shanst the hold of the Japanese 
forces is still more insecure. | They 
hold the line from  Shihehiachuang 
to Talyuanfu, but with considerable 
dimeully, It is their main line of 
communication. Tn the first place it 
is.a narrow-guage line, and the Chin- 
ese having carried off with them or 
destroyed the greaier part of the 
locomotives and rolling-stock, it is 
impossible to replace them for the 
time being. 

In the second place, the line runs’ 
‘through very wild gorges, and the 
Chinese sitting in the hills ‘above roll 
down boulders "on to the line and 
then open up with machine-guns on 
the standing train. and the repair 
gangs. ‘The Japanese hold Taiyuantu, 
‘Yuteu and Taku, and that is all. ‘The 
country Immediately adjoining’ these 
places swarms with irregulars, and 











the Japanese do not venture outside 
the ‘ity walls.

Respect for Third Power 
Rights Maintained

Japan's reply to the United States 
protest @f January 17 over various 
Ineldents in Nanking, directly or in 
Jdirectly involving Americans, was 
‘delivered to the United States Em- 
bassy this afternoon. 

‘The reply, whieh exeeeds 1,200 
]words, states that the Japanese Gov- 
ernment has steadfastly pursued a 
policy respecting, as far as possible, 
{the rights and Interests in China of 
the United States and other third 
Powers, 

It was, therefore, with very pro- 
found regret that the Japanese Gov- 
jernment received the United States 
Note toncerning infringements _ of 
American interests and improper sets 
against the American flag, and orders 
jwere immediately issued to the 
[Japanese authorities on the spot to 
Jconduet thoroughgoing investigations, 

‘The result af these investigations, 
the reply adds, follows: 

“In Nanking, various cases are 
found to have occurred because of 
Inadequate control, due to an un- 
favoldable insufficiency of the force 
detailed to protect third Power rights 
fand interests as well as to general 
police purposes...:... 

“the highest command have been 
doing thelr utmost to bring about a 
satisfactory settlement of the cases 
by establishing .the facts and then 
[dealing appropriately with the re- 
sponsible parties according to mili- 
ary law. 

“Certain points, however, require 
further investigation.” 

The reply states that the Japanese 
[Government intends to seitle the 
Jquestion of compensation for loss or 
Jdamage on the spot. 


Mangchow Incidents 

Concerning Hangchow, the Japanese 
reply states that the Japanese forces 
Jat. Hangehow on December 22 found | 
that their supplies from the rear had 
been cut off, and they were, there- 
ore, obliged to requisition provisions. 

Japanese commanders had strict 
instructions to protect third-Power| 
rights and interests, 

Furthermore, the reply continues,

‘The 
Jdifculty of ascertaining the facts in 
such circumstances will easily be 
understood.” 

Tt there were cases of Japanese | 
soldiers mistakenly entering houses

Tokyo Diet Told Hostilities 
Can Go on for a Year 


Tokyo, Fob. 8. 


During a discussion yesterday’ 
‘before the Budget Committee of the 
Japanese Parliament concerning the 
[Tinanclat aspect of the Sino-Japanese 
conflict, a Foreign Ministry oficial, 
answering a question put by a mem= 
[ber concerning the finaneial resourees 
of the Chinese Central Government, 
said that the Chinese war chest at 
the end of January pmounted to 
about 600,000,000 Chinese dollars. 


This sum, according to the view of 
[Japanese economic experts, would 
enable the Chinese Central ‘Govern- 
ment to continue to import svar 
‘material at the present rate for about 
another year. 

‘The basis of the Chinese war chest, 
added the oMcial of the Foreign 
‘Ministry, had been formed in Novem~ 
‘yer, 1986, with silver set free when 
China changed from silver to paper 
currency. About $30,000,000 Chinese 
dollars were at that time deposited 
in London and New York. ‘The col~ 
lection of metal at the time of the 
outbreak of the hostilities had brought 
together about another 980,000,000 
Chinese dollars, so that when the 
Sino-Japanese ‘conflict began the 
Chinese Central Government had 
about $1,200,000,000 at its disposal for 
financing the war. 

Of this sum the deliveries of war 
Jmaterial up till now had averaged 
‘monthly from August to January. 
$50,000,000, making a total outlay of 
$$300,000,000, while a further $300,000,- 
000 ‘had been used to maintain the 
‘debt "service—tTrans-Ocean,

BOMBING MYSTERY 
SOLVED 


‘Thrower’s Identity in Nanking 
Road March Established 


Unravelling a nine-week mystery, 


f |ghe Japanese authorities have finally 


[learned the identity of the Chinese 
terrorist, who on December 3 tossed 
a hand’ grenade Into a column of 
[Japanese troops marching down Nan- 
king Road, the “Shanghal Mainichi” 
yeported on Feb. 10, 

‘The culprit, shot. dead by a Chi- 
nese police constable a few seconds 
after he had hurled the bomb, was 
fone Sun Ching-hao, 23, a native of 
‘Shantung. ‘The youth, the dally said, 
hhas been actively engaged in anti- 
Japanese activities ever since his 
graduation from a high school’ In 
Tehehow, Shantung. 

‘With the occupation of Shantung 
by Japanese troops, the youth drifted 
to Shanghal:, where he joined the 
China Youths! Anti-Japanese Nation- 
al Salvation Association, headed by 
fone Chao Kang-yl, ‘The organiza~ 
ition, having @ membership. of more 
than 1,000 students, workers and shop 
employees, ‘has been actively parti- 
eipating in the anti-Japanese move 
ment for many years. 

With the outbreale of hostilities in 

/Shanghal, about 000 armed members 
of the organization arrived here from 
Honkow to assist in waging war on 
Jopan, the *Mainicht” said. A part 
lof the terrorist group was stationed 
in Pootung, where. they awaited 
‘chance to strike ct the Japanese 
Army. 
Early in the morning of December 
3, the organization learned of the 
Impending march of Japanese troops 
facross the Settlement, from Jessfeld 
Park to the Garden Bridge, One 
Chao, the Ieader of the. terrorist 
group here, then ordered Sun to 
‘commit a terrorist act. Accompanied 
by three comrades, ‘including Sun 
Ya-shing and Hsu Kuo-i, the youth 
stationed himself on the corner of 
Nanking and Kwangse Roads. 

With the approach of the Japanese 
column, the crowd lining Nanking 
Road was, however, pushed back into 
side-streeis. Standing about 30 
‘metres from the route of the march~

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CROWDS CLAMOURING 
FOR PASSES 


Shanghai Citizens’ Offices 
Besieged by Thousands 


Large crowds of Chinese besieged 
the offices of the Shanghai Citizens’ 
‘Association, in the Yokohama Specie 
Bank, both on Feb, 8 and the day 
before, all armed with _clamorous 
petitions asking ‘that they be allowed 
to return to the North of the Creek 
areas, A conservative estimate 
places the daily average of petitioners 
‘at between 4,000 and 6,000 people. 

‘The Shanghai Citizens’ Association, 
fas announced towards the end of 
Jast_ week, is acting as the inter 
‘mediary between Chinese who wish 
to return to the Hongkew and Eastern 
Districts and the special office main 
tained by the Japanese authorities 
for the granting of this permission. 
‘The Association examines the peti- 
tions, sees that they are in order, 
and’ then forwards them to the 
Japanese authorities, 

Attempts were made to secure from 
the Jopanese atuhorities on Feb. 8 a 
rough estimate of the number of 
permits granted, but this information 
was not yet available. AMI day long, 
however, the ofMlces of the Shanghai 
Association are jammed tight with. 
people endeavowing to present thelr 
petitions without delay.

DOCTOR FORCED TO 


Noted Surgeon Nearl 


A 0-year old Viennese specialist, 
who gave ‘up a responsible position 
with “the University of Vienna in 
order to come out to China at the 
request of the Chinese Government to 
play a leading part in Red Cross 
Work, is now living in a miserable 
hut ih Canton, his sole meal a day 
depending on what he can buy for a 
few coppers from a coolie kitchen or 
fon occasional meals at houses of 
friends, If he wishes to send a letter 
back to his helpless family, he ts 
forced to go without a meal in order 
to pay for the stamp. 

He is one of a party of seven Vien- 
nese doctors who came out to China a 
month ago. Of their number, one 
has now gone to Batavia, having at 
last accepted an earlier offer; four of 
the younger men have left’ for the 
United States to try and enlist public 
support; one is in Shanghai, attempt- 
{ng to get into touch with the respon 
sible authorities; while the fourth has 
not been heard’ of since he went to 
Hankow. 

‘The surgeons, Drs. E. Milch (who 
is now in Canton), L. Rauter, E. 
Winkler, S. Gottfried, “L. Tillinger, 
and H. P. Erben, all held responsible 
positions in Vienna. In October last, 
they received a cable from Dr. 
Hermann Ettinger offering them tree 
transportation to and from China, 
with full maintenance in this country, 
and a contract calling for a minimum 
of six months, if they would come 
out to China for Red Cross work. 
‘Through the Chinese Embassy, they 
recelved confirmation from Dr. J. 
Heng Liu, then Minister of Health, 
that this offer had the support and 
bore the authority of the Chinese 
Government, the “North-China Daily 
News" was informed. 

‘On arrival in Hongkong, the doctors 
called on a Dr. Wu, the Red Cross 
representative in the Bank of Canton 
building there, who asked them to 
proceed to Canton immediately, as the 
hospitals were erowded out with 
wounded soldiers, all badly needing 
attention, In actual fact, they only 
found one wounded man, an aviator, 
who was being taken care of in an 
‘Am ‘ean hospital. 

No Headway 
In Canton, they were met by Dr.

habitation. 

Independent investigation made by 
the “North-China Daily News” shows 
‘that the Japanese military. spokes

JAPANESE “KIDNAP” 
“N.-C.D.N.” COOLIE 


Forced to Spend One Hour 
Working for Troops 


‘A “North-China Daily News" deti- 
very eoolie arrived breathlessly at the 
“N=C.D.N-" office shortly after 12 a.m. 
on Feb. 10, and announced, between 
‘uilpe that he had been “captured” by 
{party of Japanese troops while 
delivering coples of the paper in the 
Hongkew District, and kept by them 
for over an hour. The coolie, when 
‘auistioned as to the reason for his 
Felurning to the office more than ai 

hour late, sald: that while he was 
eyeling along ‘Whashing: Road, near 
Yulin Road, at about 815 am. three 
‘of four Japanese soldiers stopped him, 
‘ordered him off his bicycle, and gave 
him bundles of uniforms and blankets, 
to which, they told him, they wanted 
carried {o Klangwan Road, near the 
Rifle Range. 

‘The coglie, who had only disposed 
‘of one half of the copies of the news- 
paper which he was responsible for 
Gelivering, had no alternative but to 
‘strap the soldiers’ bundles on to his 
bieyele, and set off with them towards 
thelr billets. When he got as far.as 
‘Scott Road, he was told that his sex- 

would no longer be required, 
The soldiers ‘evidently not wishing 
him to find out where they were 
billetted. ‘The coolie sot about dis 
tributing the remainder of his quota 
‘of newspapers, which were, of course, 
‘Gelivered late. 

‘The coolle’s “beat” takes him to

‘JAPANESE RESCUES 
TWO BOYS 


Grim Tragedy of War Related 
from Nanking 


A. Japanese Good Samaritan on 
Feb, @ had his reward. It was on 
that day that local Japanese news 
papers reported his successful efforts: 
to find the missing father of two 
Chinese boys he found in Nanking. 

‘The same afternoon, press reports 
of his good deed helped him to: re- 
unite with hig best friend whom he 
hd not seen in five years, and who 
has been searching for the Good 
Samaritan since August. 

‘A few days after the fall of Nan- 
king, the "Shanghai Nippo” reported, 
soldiors of the Nishikawa ‘Transport 
Corps found two boys weeping bitter- 
ly over the corpse, of their mother in 
a dark alley. 

The soldiers, struck by the. grim- 
ness of the scene, took the boys with 
them to thelr biliets, gave them food 
and lodging. 





Children's Story Told 
‘Through the unit's interpreter, Me. 
Hajime ‘Toba, 27, a member of the 
Shanghai Ex-servicemen's Associ 
tion, the children then told their sad 
tale. 

‘Their father, they. sald, was em- 
ployed sn Shanghal. “When Japanese 
fguns began {o shell Nanking and the 
fear-erazed populace began. to fight 
its way out’ of the city, the boys’ 
mother, in stark terror, hanged her- 
elt, 

‘When the boys found her, she was 
already a cold corpse. They remained 
with their dead mother tor hours, 
before the Japanese soldiers came 
‘upon the group. 

"Touched, the soldiers attached the 
Boys —one of them 16, the other nine 
years old—to the unlt, as messengers. 
In. subsequent weeks, Interpreter 
‘Toba came to know and like the boys. 

‘When he left Nanking for Shanghai 
on January 7, he took the boys with 
hhim in the hope of re-uniting them 
with thet father.

“Whatever advantage may be gained 
from the relurn of such persons woul 
be nullified should any trouble arise, 
he added, Asked to explain what he 
meant by trouble, the spokesman sald 
it concerned the possibilities of kid- 
napping or the “harming of such 
foreigners by Chinese stragglers, 

Regarding the suggestion that 
misslonavies could waive the respon- 
sibility of the Japanese authorities for 
thelr safety by presenting documents 
to that effect, an Embassy spokesman 
suid that such waivers would be 
Tegatly useless. 

“The American, British or any othe:

Mr. A. J. Slobodehikov, the walle 
known lawyer, has raised’ before the 
Russian Orthodox Mission in Pelping 
the important question of the annul 
ment of Church matriages—particular.

The opera chosen for the occasion 
was Anton Rubinstein’s “The Demon" 
based on the poem by Lermontov. 
dealing with the well worn "Demon 
lover” theme with no tittle plagiar- 
ism upon Goethe's “Faust.” As an at 
tempt. to create a Caticasian "Der 
Freischiitz” Rubinstein's effort can 
hardly be termed an unqualifled sue- 
cess. The Demon pops on and off 
the stage so frequently as to divest 
hhimsel¢ of any awesome. altributer 
after the first halt hour. 


‘There are some excellent choruses, 
specially those for men only and wo: 
‘men only, and where Rubinstein has 
bbeen content 10 follow the Mussorgsky 
tradition of basing his themes upon 
the folk idiom the work is extremely 
pleasing: much of it is, however, 
Sentimental and commonplace. It 
offers three of the principal charact= 
fers fine opportunities of displaying 
their voeal abilities which is perhaps 
the reason why the opera "has 

mained in the repertory of Russian 
companies, For this reason, aswell 
fas for the reason that every opera 
‘should be seen at least once, "The 
Demon” is well worth a visit, 


‘The staging and scenery was the 
‘most elaborate that the Russian com= 
pany has yet attempted, and judging 
from the” rounds of applause which 
greeted the unveiling of each new 
scene it was not dificult to appreciate 
the fact that the 99 per cent. Russian 
‘audience was far more interested in 
the effect produced by smoke 
machines than inthe music which 
the applause effectively drowned.

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JAPANESE CELEBRATE 
EMPIRE DAY 


Bows Made Towards Imperial 
Palace 


Japanese nationals in China, from 
the flag-bedecked streets of Hongkew 
to the snow-blanketed baltleflelds of 
Anhwel, Honan and Shansi, on Feb. 
11 solemnly observed Empire Day. 

‘This year’s festivities had an 
enhanced significance, since they 
marked both the 208th anniversary 
of the accession of Emperor Jimmu, 
‘Japan's frst ruler, to the Throne and 
the 60th anniversary of the primulga~ 
ton of the Constitution. 

Locbl celebrations were started with 
religious ceremonies aboard the eruiser 
Tdzumo and in the headquarters of 
the Special Naval Landing Party, 
followed by similar rites in the 
Shanghai Shinto Shrine, _Kiangwan 
Road, at 11 o'clock in thé morning. 

Crowded to capacity’ with local 
Japanese residents, the Shrine com- 
ound presented an impressive sight, 
as the Rising Sun flag slowly rose to 
the masthead to the singing: of the 
national anthem. Following bows in 
the direction of the Imperial Palace 
im Tokyo, the assembly heard a mes- 
sage of felicitations from Mr. Masu- 
saburi Amano, Presiden of the 
Japanese Residents’ Corporation, and 
sang Empire Day songs. 

Foreign warships in port were 
‘dressed: in honour of the day ond 
‘all Japanese business houses flew the 
national fag.

the film, ‘Then came the Sincere 
Department Store Bombing, clearly 
depicting the activities of the police, 
fire “brigade, volunteer corps and 
voluntary Helpers, Scenes of the 
Chapel “holocaust,” which occurred 
when the Chinese retreated on Octo- 
ber 27, were also shown, with move- 
ments of Japanese troops discernible 
in the background, There. followed 
the “victory parade” of the Japanese 
Woops, and the incident near the 
Cenotaph, involving Japanese army 
tucks and the French gendarmerie, 
‘The last film shown, was the depar- 
ture of the Royal Welch | Fusiliers, 
with the band of the Fourth Marines, 
marching in front of the parade,

After 30 Years’ Service 


After 30 years of continuous and 
faithful service under the Chinese 
government from the days of the 
Imperial régime in 1807 to December 
of 1037, Dr. Wu Lienstch, first Diree- 
lor of the National Quarantine Ser- 
vice and also of the Manchurian 
Plague Prevention Service (1912-32) 
hhas at last laid down his official 
Jabours for a well-earned resi, says 
the “Penang Gazette.” 

Dr. Wu (or G, L, Tuck a5 he was 
generally known by in his pre-China 
days) was born in Penang In 1870 
and educated in the Penang’ Pree 
School, which he left in 1896 with 3 
Queen's Scholarship to. study at the 
University of Cambridge and St. 
‘Mary's Hospital, London. 

At the former he greatly distin 
gulshed himself winning first an Ex- 
hibition, then a Scholarship at Em- 
‘manuel ‘College, while ut the latter 
he surprised ‘both teachets and 
‘students by taking away almost every 
‘available prize, including the special 
clinical surgery prize, special clinical 
medicine prize, Kersiake scholarship 
in pathology and Cheadle old medal 
in medicine. 

Dr. Wi graduated B.A. in 1699, 
‘M.A. in 1902, MLB, Ch.B."in 1902, ond 
achieved the rare distinction of pass- 
Ing the diffiult examination of MED. 
(Cantab) three years before the 
proper time. Finally his old College, 
Emmanuel, awarded Dr. Wu a 
‘Travelling’ Research Studentship tor 
two years (1902-4), which enabled 
him fo work and carry out scientific 
investigations. 

Even then, Dr. Wu had published a 
series of papers which attracted the 
attention of the medical world. After 
three years of private practice in 
Penang, during which he-also devoted 
much time to problems of social 
welfare among the masses, Dr. Wa 
was invited by Viceroy Yuan‘ Shih- 
kal to join the Chinese goverament 
service in Tientsin. This he did and

Wonderful Opportunity 

‘There were no medical measures to 
speak of in those days, and two 
powerful neighbouring nations—Russla 
‘and Japan—had threatened to adopt 
foreeful means unless matters im- 
proved. Thus a wonderful oppor- 
tunity. was offered young Dr. Wu to 
‘show his laboratory’ skill in diagnos- 
ing the real cause of the fatal disease 





‘and to trace its origin to the Siberian 
‘marmot, as well as prove his worth as 
un executive by commanding thous: 
ands of policemen and soldiers to 
prevent panic and keep order while 
medical assistants, “nurses and, 
orderiies performed their duties of 
separating contacts, isolating the sick, 
fumigating the houses and eremating, 
the dead. 

By adopting’ such radical and highly 
efficient ‘measures throughout Man- 
churie, Chibli and Shantung, the dan- 
gerous pest was suppressed within the 
‘short period of three months, although 
{60,000 lives had been lost, 

In this dramatic way Dr. Wu 
centered the scientifle world. ‘The im- 
perial government called an interna. 
Uional plague conference in Mukd 
in 1911 at which experts of thirteen 
nations attended und elected Dr. Wut 
as President. Numerous - horours 
‘were showered upon him, a Mandarin 
rank of the second order was con- 
ferred upon hin overnight by the 
emperor, and he was decorated by 
both the Czar of Russia‘and the Pre- 
sident of France. The Chinese Gov- 
ernment allocated hundreds of thous 
‘ands of dollars for anti-plague hos 
itals throughout Manchuria, and 
systematic health work was thus born, 

Jn 1090, when the National Govern 
‘ment decided to organize ‘an up-lo- 
date Quarantine Service, Dr. Wu was 
appointed Director and his successtil 
work in equipping quarantine stations 
along the coast from Taku in the 
north to Canton in the south’ with 
boarding, ~ organizing medical ‘and 
fumigating personnel specially at 
Shanghai, Tongku. Hankow, Swatow, 
Amoy and Canton id recent history. 

By thus retiring at the end of 1037, 
/Dr. Wu has been head of the Plague 
Prevention Service for 20 years and 
of the Quarantine Service for 7 

















International Career 

Because of his vast experience as a 
scientist, medica! man, writer and 
speaker, Dr. Wu was frequently sent 
by the government to attend interna- 
tional gatherings; among these many

Dr. Wu's Literary Work 


Dr. Wu has written voluminously 
in medical scientiNe and other 
journals. and his articles number 
About 120. Besides, he is author of 0 
‘Treatise on Pneumonie Plague (1925), 
a History of Chinese Medicine with 
K. C, Wong (Lavo editions 1032, 1030), 
‘8. Handbook of Cholera with assistants, 
Textbook of Plague, with staff, 1986, . 
eight volumes of Report of the Man- 
churian Plague Prevention Service 
(2013-1932); six Reports of National 
Quarantine Service with Dr. C. ¥. Wu 
a co-editor. 

‘Along with 20 Chinese colleagues 
in «Shanghai Dr. Wu founded the 
National Medical Association in 1914, 
served as Secretary during the frst 
year aiid was made President after 
that. He edited the National Medical 
Journal, “now enlarged Into the 
Chinese Medical Journal for ‘Afteen 
years. 

Few men elthet in China or else- 
where could have served thelr country 
‘more faithfully or successfully over 
stich a long period of 30 years without 
fa break. No pension is attached to 
Government, serviee in’ China with 
the exception of the Maritime 
Customs. 

Perhaps the loss of Mrs. Wu 
(herselt well-known author of Yang 
Kuei-fel or Most Famous Beauty of 
China, Hisi-Shih or Beauty of Beauties 
‘and Chao-phun or Beduly in Exile) 
who died’ in Pelping in November 
1997, helped Dr. Wu to make up. his

REQUIREMENTS 


Still Depends on America for 
her Supplies 


‘Tokyo, Feb. 12. 

Japan's North China’ adventure 
thas not yet made her ‘independent 
‘of American raw cotton. 

‘the Japan Cotton Spinners’ As- 
sociation Is sounding out American 
produeers with a plan for obtaining 
the product on a three to sixemonth 
payment plan. If that proves. suc- 
essful the association may establish

gutting down “American cotton pur- 

‘The plan is being shaped to avoid 
conflict with Japan's striet import 
eontrol law.

Fourteen Countries Represented : Many Records 
Broken: Australia Leads 


Sydney, Feb. 7. 


HE Games were officially opened by the Governor of New South 


‘Wales, Lord Wakehurst, on 


Saturday, when colourful scenes 


were witnessed on the famous Sydney Cricket Ground. 
‘All the Empire teams, comprising nearly 500 athletes and 
officials and representing fourteen countries—England, Scotland 


Wales, Northern Ireland, South 


Africa, Canada, Ceylon, New 


Zealand, Australia, Southern Rhodseia, Trinidad, British Guiana, 
India and Bermuda—took part in the brilliant opening ceremony. 


Shortly after 1 pm. the teams as-

FIRESTONE FOUNDER 
PASSES 


Farmer's Son Who Rose to 
Weather and Power 


‘Miami Beach, Fla, Feb. 7. 

‘Mr. Harvey S. Firestone, Se, in- 
dustrialist, banker and philanthropist, 
died suddenly in his sleep of coronary. 
thrombosis here to-day. He had ap- 
peared in the best of health before 
otiring last night. 

Mr. Firestone was 70 years of age 
at the time of his death. Relatives 
announced to-day that he would be 
buried in Akron, Ohio, where many 
of the Firestone interesis are centred. 

Mr. Firestone, chairman of the 
board of the Firestone ‘Tire “and 
Rubber Company of Akron, 0. was 
a conspiquous example of the coun- 
try’s great business leaders who have 
#isen from ‘small beginnings on the 

He was born on a form in Colum~ 
bana County, Ohio, Dec. 20, 1868. He 
attended the “red school house” and 
high school near his home, then took 
a course In a Cleveland business 
college. 


In Morse and Buggy Days 

Mr. Firestone’s interest in rubber 
came when he worked for a buggy 
‘manufacturing concern in Columbus. 
He was sent to Detroit to exhibit the 
first rubber bugey tyres ever made 
While in Detroit, he interested three 
‘other young men in the possibilities 
fof rubber tyres. The upshot of the 
‘discussions was the formation of the 
Vielor Rubber Co,, in Chicago. Each 
of the partners invested $1.00. In 
1900 the founders sola it for $1,250,000. 

‘With $250,000 as his share, Mr. 
Firestone came to Akron, which even 
then promised to become a great 
rubber centre. Hanging up a sign, 
"Firestone Tire & Rubber Co," he 
went to work. A dozen employees 
and a bookkeeper were the nucleus 
fof the present organization. 


Present Enterprises 


‘The Firestone Company now con- 
sists of two tyre plants, a steel rim 

















a plant in Hamilton, Ont., one near 
Buenos Aires, and ‘one in France. 
Firestone cotton mills in Pall River, 
Mass. and Firestone rubber planta: 
tions in Liberia, West Africa are 
smabsidiaries. 

In addition to his executive position 
‘with the rubber company and its sub- 
sidiaries, Mr. Firestone was chairman 
of the board of the Firestone Park 
Bonk at Akron and was head of 
large land development company in 
Firestone Park. 

‘He ruled his domain with an iron 
hand, but was loved as much as he 
was ‘feared by his employees. “His 
plant was among the first to adopt o 
plan of sharing profits with m= 
ployees’ stock. 

Hs Seeret of Success 

He had been termed a “much overs 
rated little man.” but he always man- 
‘ged to bring his. business through 
industrial erises that have thrown 
‘others into recelverships. Despite the 
severe depression year of 1931, net 
profits of his convern exceeded 
$6,000,000, an impressive increase over 
the preceding year. In point of earn: 
ings. and-sales, Mr. Firestone repre. 
‘sented 1931 as the most. successful 
year in the history of his company. 

His association “with Mr. Henry 
Ford and the late Mr. Thomas. A 
Edison made him better known than 
any other person in the tyre industry. 

Mr. Firestone's business philosophy 
was to put losses behind him and 
start anew. When the tyre market 
froze with the depression of 1920, 
Mr. Firestone’s answer was to slash 
prices and move his product before 
other manufacturers could compete. 
Tt put his company in a liquid posi 
tion and carried him through. 

In 1923 when the British Govern- 
ment put rubber restriction into 
effect, “and enude rubber prices 
jumped from 18 to 37 and eventually 
D9" cents. a pound, Mr. Firestone 
bought his 1,000,000-dere plantation in 
Liberia. 


Speecli-Making Shunned 

In private life, Mr. Firestone, Sr 
‘was interested in local polities, farms, 
horses, and his villa at Miami Beach, 
He shunned speech-making, generally 
retaining a skilled publicity’ man in 
his employ. 

His home at Akron, Harbel Manor, 
is located in the centre of rolling) 
farm lands where he raised prize 
cattle, pure-bred horses and orchids. 
‘The Columbiana County home where 
he was born is now another model 
farm where “H. 8." occasionally spent 
‘an afternoon.

ST. VALENTINE 
By Prorrsiuaus 
“This is the day on which those charming! 


“tite missives, yelept Valentines, eros and. 


inter-eross each other at every’ street and) 
turning, ‘The weary and all forespent two~ 
penny postman sinks beneath a load of| 
delicate embarrassments not his own. In. 
these little visual interpretations, no emblem: 
0 common -as the heart—that ‘little three 
cornered exponent of all our hopes and fears 
—that bestruck and bleeding heart. 


As in Charles Lamb's Day, so in our own, 
though, one suspects, to a lesser extent than | 
when Lamb so describes St, Valentine's Day in 
his “Essays of Elia,” The sophisticated Shang 
hailander, it is certain, gives scant acknow~ 
ledgement to the advent of the festival of St. 
Valentine, Can it be that Shanghai girls 
scorn the idea of Valentine cards, or does the 
seeming unpopularity of St. Valentine in 
Shanghai imply a lack of initiative on the 
part of the younger males? This year, when 
the perils of war and the parting of youthful 
lovers occasioned by hurried evacuations; 
should surely have brought forth conerete| 
manifestations of affection on St. Valentine's 
Day, the occasion is ignored even more than 
in previous years. A. scant 600 Valentines 
‘will be received to-morrow by gitls who have| 
by now ceased to hope for the tender missives 
‘on February 14—or perhaps they never hoped 
‘at all, It is sad to have to record that the 
sending of Valentines is not an established 
custom among young Shanghailanders, 


‘That faithful tome, the “Encyclopaedia 
Britannica,” is all but silent on the subject of 
St, Valentine's Day. It is not even possible| 
to trace . St. Valentine himself with any 
certainty, in spite of the romantic halo which 
surrounds the observance of his festival once | 
fa year,. Two saints lend thelr names to the| 
festival which falls on February 14. One| 
‘was a Roman priest, and the other, a bishop| 
of Terni, From the two accounts of the lives| 
of these martyrs, it is not possible to establish | 
any differentiation between them. It would 
‘appear, however, that both belanged to the 
same period, that is, to the reign of the: 
‘Emperor Claudius; that both died on the same! 
day; and that both died on the Via Flamina,_ 
but'at different distances from Rome. One’ 
‘of the St, Valentines is commemorated by a. 
basilica situated at the second milestone on 
the Via Flamina, but it is impossible to fix 
the date of his ‘death. From two confused! 
accounts of two saints living at the same time, 
dying on the same day and on the same road, 
has somehow emerged a vaguely conceived, 
romantic figure whose annual festival heralds 
the near approach of Spring, and causes the 
youthful lover to choose a printed card 
Which he considers best describes his tender 
feelings towards the Indy of his heart, 


How did this custom originate, and who hit 
upon the two obscure saints who lived in the| 
time of the Emperor Claudius, mischievously 
‘muddled historians, and finally were merged 
into one by the observance of a single St. 
Valentine's Day on February 14, as suitable 
foundation for such a romantic anniversary? 
Colourful the lives of the two St. Valentines 
may well have been—but we of the twentieth 
century know them only as dim figures 
hardly discernible through the mists of the 
hundreds of years which have followed their 
departure from this earth. Is there any 
reason why young men and maidens should 
respectively send and receive tokens of af- 
fection on a day which commemorates the 
death, firstly, of a Roman priest, and secondly 
‘of a long-forgotten bishop of Terni? Certainly 
the two saints can have had no inkling of the. 
manner in which their common festival was 
to be celebrated in after years. Perhaps, if 
they were august and austere, us all good 
saints should be, they would have been 
profoundly shocked that such a flippant 
practice should have become an annual 
tradition centuries after a lone basilica on’ 
‘Via Flamina was all that they could produce 
between them in the way of a memorial. 


‘There is nothing particularly romantic, 
then, about the two St, Valentines. But the| 
day itself assuredly is charged with romance. 
‘That tradition, in its ustial coquettish fashion, 
should have fastened upon the festival of two! 
such uninspiring figures, and built up, around 
their anniversary a custom which appeals, to| 
the hearts of young and old alike, is sufficient 
cause to singie out this day as of more than’ 
ordinary interest—this even though it fails 
to rouse much enthusiasm in the hearts of 
Shanghailanders. A mysterious haze sur-| 
rounds the origins of the festival of St. 
Valentine. Perhaps the most reasonable ex- 
planation would be that the day itself falls 
but a few weeks before the coming of 
Springtime, and that it was fastened on for] 
this yeason as a suitable occasion for ex-| 
pressions of true love. Certain it is that for! 


























centuries St. Valentine's Day has been as- 
sociated with love-making. 

“For this was on St. Valentine's Day. 

‘When every fowl cometh there to choose 

‘his mate, 

sings’ Chaucer in his “Canterbury Tales. 
Even the serious-minded Mr. Samuel| 
Pepys has a word or two to say about St. 
Valentine's Day:—"Called out in the morning] 
by Mr, Moore, whose voice my wife hearing] 
in my dressing-chamber with me, got herself| 
ready, and came down and challenged him 
for her valentine,” he records in his Diary’ 
for February 14, 1660. In those days, it was] 
a common practice in England to choose a| 
‘sweetheart or special friend for the ensuing, 
year on St, Valentine's Day, and the lady) 
‘concerned, naturally, expected a present as al 
concrete expression’ of the affection which| 
her swain professed to her on February 1 
falentine” as entered in Mr. Pepys’ Diary| 
no doubt referred to a present, which his! 
wife was expecting from the gallant Mr.’ 
‘Moore, Tt was only later, evidently, that it 
‘became the practice to dispatch cards on St. 
Valentine's Day, and to keep hidden “the 
identity of the sender—a habit which does 
‘away with the original custom which was 
openly to declare one’s tove for the lady lucky’ 
enough to be chosen as sweetheart for the 
year to come. 














‘Talking about Pepys, he evidently had no 
‘cause to complain about his wife soliciting a 
Valentine from Mr, Moore. He confesses to} 
having indulged in a certain amount of flirta- 
tion on his own account in the neighbourhood 
of St. Valentine's Day." On March 3, 1663, 
for instance, he writes that “Here Mrs. The. 





showed me my name upon her breast as her 
Valentine, which will cost me twenty 
shillings." 


In stationer’s shops all over England, and 
‘even more so in the United States, hundreds | 
‘of Valentine Cards have been on sale now 
for many days. The habit has by no means 
died out in England, while in America it 
flourishes even more’ strongly, Perhaps its| 
popularity resulted partly from a drive on| 
the art of the printers of Valentine Cards, 
who are especially determined that the habit 
shall not die out, It is also one that will 
always find favour among the recipients of 
the cards, who are able to add up the total 
‘amount of cards received, and compare them| 
with the numbers put forward by their rivals, 
judging thereby their popularity or lack of] 
it, Tn a city like Shanghai, where the 
custom is not generally observed, such a test] 
can hardly be termed a fair one, and no| 
‘Shanghai girl is likely to become despondent| 
because she receives five cards less than her| 
nearest rival, because there are few Shanghai 
girls who receive so much as one Valentine| 
card. In those parts of the world where the| 
Valentine habit flourishes, it may convenient- 
ly be divided into two separate categories, 
et. the sending of cards meant seriously, and 
the sending of cards sent purely as a joke. 
It is possible to purchase cards which fulfl 
either purpose, some containing a caricature| 
to which is attached a flippant rhyme which| 
no girl could take to be a genuine expression 
of affection, and others decorated with a 
tender love ‘scene amid idyllic surroundings, 
with a sentimental poetic effort on the inside. 
Whichever type of card is chosen, it is sure 
to be festooned with a plentiful array of 
hearts, a custom which flourished in the 
time of Mr. Charles Lamb, and has not 
changed since. ‘The sending of Valentine| 
Cards is simply an old, perhaps rather stupid 
and pointless, but certainly rather charming] 
custom, and one which is founded on tradi~ 
tion. Tt is a pity that an ancient, romantic 
custom such as this which still flourishes in. 
other parts of the world should have been. 
all but forgotten in Shanghai. 





A COUNTRY DIARY 


Feb. 6—A lady in Europe wrote to her 
brother the other day saying that she had. seen 
a Popinjay in her garden, with the inevitable| 
result that T was dragged in to say what a 
Popinjay was....soT referred to my usual 
‘sources of information, Mr, Webster suggested 
that the bird was either a Green Woodpecker 
or a Parrot. The Encye. Brit, made similar re- 
‘marks but intrigued me by stating that the word 
‘was onomatopoeic and suggested a vain, con- 
cceited, empty-headed person, Hence, I may say, 
‘speaking onomatopoeically, that a Popinjay is a 
mutt, nut, fop or jay which pops! This method 
of speech’ is most distressing and 1 had almost 
siven up hope of solving the problem when the 
Eneye, Brit, suddenly referred me to “Archery.” 
Turning up “Archery,” I got to the root, 
source or nub of the whole argument. It seems 
that all early Scotch archery competitions were 
held at a place called Kilwinning (obviously 
Jonomatopeic Scotch for a place where you save 
the price of prizes)....and there a Goose was 
‘buried, with only its head showing, for the arch- 
ers to shoot at: this was known as_ the 
Popinjay: but even Geese are dear: so the Scots 
substituled a small glass globe which was 
cheaper, but which is still “known among the 
select company of Arehers as the Popinjay, So 
now I have it, A Popinjay is a Green Wood- 
pecker, a Parrot, a buried Goose, a cheap glass| 
lobe, of an emply-headed person (see above).

‘are now 400 yards apart, and the number of 
Dirds inside the “perimeter must have doubled 
‘or trebled, Personally I do not think the answer 
is far to seek, Owing to the recent warfare in 
‘the “near country" many peasant homes have 
bbeen either burnt or vacated: in hundreds of 
Tittle compounds where Magpies lived con 
tentedly the home fires have ceased to burn. 
and that, I believe, is the secret: our oc 
‘Magpies carry out their nesting activities in the 
very coldest! months—roughly December to 
March—and the thing they want most during] 
the long night watches is warmth. Where there 
is Gre there is a chimney and @ can well imagine 
‘a Magpie in search of a “highly desirable 
building site” adding to his (mental) specifica 
tion the words, “must have well-warmed root, 
within easy fying distance.” So the Magpie has 
followed the trail of smoke from the country. 
into the town, 














Feb, 12-These cold and frosty mornings— 
still almost dark at 6 amit is hard to realize 
that the official Chinese Spring began some ten 
‘days ago....yet all Nature is answering to the 
call. Every blade of grass and every twig may 
bbe quivering in the early light with those tiny 
particles of frozen dew which we call hoarfrost, 
yet every one of our resident birds appears 6 
kxiow that spring is coming. It is interesting to 
note that ancient observers had delighted. in 
‘watching such phenomena, as witness verses 16 
to 18 of Psalms CKLVII where is says, “He giveth 
snow like wool: he seattereth the hoarfrost like 
ss+,he sendeth out his word and melteth 
J". All of which is an excellent descrip. 
tion of the dividing line between winter and| 
spring as T see it daily, Cold mornings at this| 
ime of year may deceive me, but they cannot| 
deceive the birds and other ‘creatures of the 
wilds: they act spontaneously according to thelr 
instinets and nelther snow nor frosts nor bitter 
winds can turn them from their natural pur- 
poses. Note how the Blackbirds are beginning! 
fo sing, and to wrangle and chatter among, 
are beginniny 
ss and how all-such’ 
creatures are beginning to fight because they 
‘know that the Spring Running is at hand: watch 
the Rooks ... how they are gathering in the’ 
tree-tops experimenting with the foundations: 
of nests: listen to the Bulbul sitting in_ his! 
favourite perch and pouring out his heart, in’ 
bubbling song. All these things take place’ 
daily under most wintry conditions ... then’ 
the sun swings up ... the hoarfrost meits . 
‘and suddenly it is Spring.

Old Legend Explains Significance of Joyous Occasion: 
New Year Culmination

ONDAY, February 14, the Chinese are celebrated the Teng 
Chieh ( ff ), usually known to foreigners as the Feast of 
Lanterns, which falls on the 15th Day of the Ist Moon, according 


to the old style Chinese lunar calendar.

in China, and was always celebrated with a great deal of enthusiasm 


and excitement:

‘There is a logend told concerning 
the reason for the use of lanterns, 
bonfires and Inter on fireworks in 
eonneetion with: this festival, Ac 
cording to it the Lord of Heaven, 
having. grown weary of the wicked- 
ness of the human race, decided to 
destroy the earth with fire, choosing| 
‘the 15th Day of the ist Moon for 
the execution of his plan, One of| 
the heavenly courtiers, learning of! 
this momentous decision and fecting| 
‘compassion for doomed humanity. 
Gescended to earth, where he went| 
about warning the people of thelr 
fate, Asked what they should do to| 
avert the impending catastrophe, ho| 
advised, them to make the earth took! 
‘ag if it were already on fire on the’ 
night fixed for the holocaust. This 
they did by displaying innumerable 
Janterns and. lighting! many great 
fires, so that when the appointed 
executioner looked down from| 
heaven he was deceived into the! 
belief that his work had already 
Been done for him. Accordingly he| 
reported to the Lord of Heaven that 
his orders had “been carried out, 
‘Thus was mankind saved, and ever| 
after the Chinese people have com: 
memorated their escape from a ter 
Hible’ doom by  re-cnacting on the’ 
‘anniversary of the fateful night the: 
seenes whieh deceived Heaven and 
saved them from annihilation, No] 
‘mention will be found of this legend 
in Couling’s “Encyclopedia Sintea”|

In Modern Days 


Sinee China became a Republic, 
the colebrating of the Feast of| 
‘Lanterns ‘has tended more and more 
to pass into the realm of forgot 
things, especially in the last ten 
years, since the Nationalist Govern- 
ment has been in power. The latter| 
‘hag frowned upon the practice of 
indulging in anciont superstitions, 
‘and has tried to abolish the use of| 
the old lunar calendar and its many’ 
festivals, In former days, however. 
the Teng Chieh was without doubt 
the most picturesque of all the fes~ 
tivalg celebrated by the Chinese 
people. . 

‘On the days and nights immediate- 
ly preceding It the youths of every 
city’ and vitiage in China paraded 
the streets with Jong dragon-lanterns| 
and illuminated floats, hobby-horses: 
‘and Hons, stopping at frequent inter 
vals to indulge in what might be 
Termed set dances in which tho 
iagon-lanterns were made to per~ 
form wonderful evolutions and the 
floats, hobby-horses and lions to) 
whiel about in mad gyrations to the| 
thythmie beat of drums, the clash of] 
cymbals and the wail and blare of| 
trumpets, By daylight these per~ 
formances were impressive enoush.| 
‘wut at night they were truly specta~ 
enlas, On the final night the ac 
tivities of these celebrators | would) 
‘be redoubled and carried on far into} 
the small hours of the following day. 

‘The main streets would be literally 
fa blaze of light with huge bonfires 
every few yards and every shop 
thrown wide open and brilliantly. 
illuminated with gay anterns of 
every conceivable shape and design. 
often at street crossings or in open 
places in front of temples or official 
buildings pyrotechnical_ displays 
would take place, some of the set 
pieces being remarkable for their 
Ingenuity. ‘The writer remembers 
seeing a reproduction, in green and 
mauve lights, of a grapevine grow 
Ing'on a trellis frame, the luscious 
bunches of fruit being perfect in their 
verisimilitude.  Tockets, fire-foun~ 
taing, catherine wheels and fire 
crackers were set off on every hand, 














‘and one could well imagine that any~ 
body looking down upon such a scene 
from a height might be deceived into 
believing that the place was on fire. 
Indeed, "so brilliant were the illu- 
‘minations it mattered little that there 
was a full moon in the sky, it bein 
the 15th of the lunar month. Every 
where the alr would be redolent with 
the pungent smell of burning gun-| 
powder mixed with the more haunt- | 
Ing aroma of incense and smouldering, 
sandal-wood, as the smoke and fumes. 
rose to high heaven, 


Crowded Streets 


Always on the night of the Feast of 
Lanterns the streets, especially in 
the big cities, would be erowded with 
sight-seers drawn from every walk 
of life. Even the wives, concubines| 
‘and daughters of the wealthy upper’ 
classes and gentry, most of whose’ 
lives were spent behind the high 
walls of their palatial residences, 
would be allowed out on this night 
of: nights, and they might be seen 
packed tight in thelr Peking carts| 
peering through the small square’ 
Window or out of the open fronts, 
where sat the drivers and trusted 
male attendants. Often the crow! 
would be so ‘as to make pro- 
‘gress impossible, but always it was 
| good natured crowd, bent on amuse 
ment,

It takes 
‘more than a deeade to eradicate 
customs which have been practised 
{or the best part of 2,000 years, Even 
so, it is very much to be doubted if 
fone ina hundred of the Shanghai 
People who will light lanterns, set off 
reworks and fire crackers to-night 
have any idea of just why they are 
doing so. Customs often persist long 
after their origing have been lost, and 
this is particularly true in China, 9 
fact which helps to provide sino 
ogists with a raison detre.

BRITISH AVIATION DURING 1937 


Remarkable Progress in Military and Civilian Spheres: 
Increase in Exports 


British aviation can look back on 
1937 with a good deal of well founded, 
pride. ‘The increase of the Royal 
Air Force, decided upon in 1935 as 
the ‘result ‘of the international politi- 
cal situation, has gathered such speed 
that the resolution that the RAF,| 
must be second to none is nearing’ 
accomplishment. 

Since April 1935 the first-line. 
strength of the Service at home— 
now called the Metropolitan Air 
Force—has risen from 580 aeroplanes 
to 1,550 many of which .are high- 
performance monoplanes not excelled 
Anywhere. Metropolitan squadrons| 
now number 123 against $3. 

"The full first-line Metropolitan 
strength is to be 1,750 aireratt, while 
the strength of the Fleet Arm is to 
be doubled and there will be large’ 
additions to the squadrons over seas. 
Full war reserves of aireratt, engines, 
armament ete. have also to be built 
vp. 

‘Before the Expansion scheme was 
begun, the industry only employed | 
20,000" hands; last March it was Te~ 
vealed that ‘these had increased to| 
63,000; and the numbers have risen’ 
considerably since. The output of| 
alreraft is 2% times ard of ongines| 
3% times the pre-expansion rate. 


Marked Growth of Exports 


In view of the enormous demands | 
‘of the Service, it is doubly satisfac~ 
tory that British exports of aircraft| 
‘and material have made a new re- 
cord. 

‘For the eleven months ending on. 
November 30, the value of them was| 
£3,407,559, as compared with £2,678, 
268 in'the same period of 1996, and| 
£2,923,138 for the whole twelve 
‘months of that record year. 

Preoccupations with Royal Air! 
Force expansion have left little time 
for spectacular feats, but in a field 
which perhaps demands the highest 
technical skill—height attained in a 
heavier-than-air aireraft—a Royal At 
Force pilot, flying a British “mono- 
plane designed for high-flying experi- 
ments, {ar surpassed all previous| 
Aights. 

‘On June 90 Flight-Licutenant M. J. 
‘Adam, clothed in a special pressure 
‘uit, climbed the aeroplane, which is. 
powered with an air-cooled doubly’ 
‘supercharged engine, to 16440 metres| 
(approximately $4,000 ft.) above sea~ 
level. 

"A second aeroplane, similar to the| 
record-breaker, but powered with a 
iquid-cooled engine, is also in the

ing women and thelr work In. this 
art of the world. 

Perhaps one day someone will give 
us, “Famous Women of Shanghal, 
‘Their Work and Attainments,” and if. 
so, several have qualified for inclu- 
sion in that fome whenever it comes 
to be written, 








A Saintly Lady 
‘The death which occurred at South 


Shields, ‘on December 31, of Mother | 


St, Austin, so. affectionately remem- 
dered by'hundreds of women and 
girls in Shanghai, bas reminded us 
of a book this Jady wrote on the life 
‘of one who ranks high for the good 
works she accomplished in these 
parts, and who will long be remem~ 
bered, not only for her social and re- 
Vglous work, but on account of her 
‘strong personality, and the held she 
hhad on all affections. 

‘This was Mother St. Dominic, who, 
for fifty-six years tolled in China, and 
‘who has been instrumental in further= 
ing religious and social work around 
this city to a tremendous extent, 
‘Mother St, Austin has given a most 
Interesting’ account of all this in her 
book, though she fails to take credit 
for the writing, and her authorship 
ig nowhere mentioned. Credit must 
be given to the writer, and thanks 
also, for revealing to eaders of a 
later time the example of a tite 
which, though almost impossible to 
follow, is inspiring to read of. 

‘With Mother St,” Dominic, 
sbbnegation was a” passion; ‘unlike 
many heroines of history, she did not 
come Into prominence. ‘through any 
reat national or Industrial, disaster, 
‘Though she did useful work during 
the war in Europe in 1870, her ealling 
precluded her from receiving adula- 
Hion other than the appreciation of 
her close associates. After coming to 
China the Reverend Mother lived and 
worked in this country where 
Aisasters undreamt of by the rest of 
the world, -are common occurrences, 
and part of the dally life of the 
people to whom she ministered. Her 
‘work for 56 long years wos among 
want, Ignorance, and a certain dark- 
nosy of soul among all nationals and 
classes which must have appalled so 
Spiritually minded a woman, 

‘Mother St, Dominic was born 
Eugénle, the daughter of the Count 
do Maurepas, and her family belonged 
to the proud old French aristocracy, 
while her father had seen most of 
his family perish on the scaffold 
during the French Revolution, Aster 
thr mother’s death she decided | to 
Become a nun, and entered the 
Soclety of the Helpers of the Holy 
Souls in 1869. She arrived in Shang 
hal in November, 1871, following the 
termination of distinguished nursing 
service during the aforementioned 
‘war of 1870, 


“Stable” Foundations 


At that time the Helpers had two 
houses, or rather wooden sheds, one 
at. Ziecawel, and one In Shanghai 
itself, a few yards from the walled 
Tortsr City. "The Convent in Rue 
‘Montauban was the old stable of the 
French troops of General de 
Montauban, ‘The place had been 
cleaned up and a thin wooden parti- 
tion divided the lower part into a 
‘common-room and refectory, and the 
Upper story into narrow cells, 20 
‘Mother St. Austin tells us, 

Tt was Mother St, Dominic’s idea 
to purchase the whole of the property 
how owned, and through her initin- 
tive that this was worked for and 
‘achieved, ‘There was no money, in 
the {ill for purchase, and when her 
ambitious suggestion ‘was heard, this 
drawback was pointed out, but she 
simply. sald with great determination 
that this must be worked for and 
acquired, and, miraculously, it was. 

“The Ziccawel buildings were a few 
Chinese houses converted into a clean 
‘but poor convent. Her long view, 
Keen business Instinct, added to her 
enthusiasm and practical hard worl, 
in time resulted in the fine buildings 
‘and the numerous workshops we have 
‘with us to-day—or at least which we 
had, previous to hostilities. 
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Sensible and Useful 


She and her helpers were particu- 
arly interested in Chinese orphans, 
and destitute children, and the really’ 
useful side of this work lay in the 
manner In which it was approached. 
It was sought to add to, and to en- 
Tighten” the lives of " these ut 
fortunates, but at the same time they 
‘were not weaned at all from their 





Chinese background and life, ‘The 
wisdom of maintaining these ‘people 
fas thorough Chinese, living fuller and. 
‘more usoful lives as Chinese, but not 
‘Becoming that sorry product, 
Easterners with a Western training| 
which has ‘spollt them for life in 
either camp, will be appreciated by 
many foreigners who have resided in 
the East for some time. 

‘The system employed to-day, viz, 
to farm out the children into’ good 
Chinese homes, with supervision to 
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see that they are adequately 
nourished and cared for, has much to 
Fecommend it In these days when 
comfort is the guiding principle in 
our dally lives, and whén science is 
directed” towards making dwellings 
more easy to run and luxurious to 
live in, it is salutary to learn of the 
austere life led by Mother St. Dominic 
‘and her colleagues. She abhorred 
‘any Kind of physical comfort, Pover~ 
ty and hardship she embraced with 
fervour, and during every minute of 
her life was most ascetic in her 
habits, During her Jast illness, when 
she was a very sick woman, she 
declined a night light as an ox- 
Wravagance, and demurred when on 
attendant ‘wished to arrange her 
pillows more comfortably, 

‘Mother St. “Austin's book makes 
most interesting reading, and certain- 
ly the average worldly person is 
Bulled up with something of a jolt 
‘upon noting the continued self-denial 
whieh dominated the life of a highly 














sensitive and delicately reared 
woman of comparatively recent 
times,

Better Building 


I spent a couple of hours yesterday’ 
in the exhibition of the “Mars” group 
|“otherwise the Modern Architectural 
Research Society. At the entrance in 
‘an illuminated frame is a copy of 
the old Elizabothan Sir Henry Woot- 
ton’s Book on architecture, opened at 
‘the page where he defines “well 
building” as having “three conditions, 
commoditio, frmenes and delight.” 
‘But the modern designers clo not seem 
‘to have loarnt these rules very well. 
for their bulldings are certainly much. 
Jess commodious than those of the 
past, and in most instances very much 
Tess firm, and it would be hard to 
jeall them delightful. 

In one direction Mars deserves all 
encouragement when it insists that 
architecture and fown-planning are 
part of each other, and its scheme 
for the future London, with great 
ronds running out from the centre 
like spokes of a wheel, all buildings 
being closely grouped about them 
‘with great wedges of green country 
in between, is ceriainly encouraging. 
‘There are also plans, in model form, 














destruction of woods and elds, 
though they are rather distressingly 
symmetrical, (You remember how 
Mme de Maintenon sald of Louis 
XIV, “We perish with him in sym- 
metry”). 

‘On the other. hand one cannot help 
fooling that in trying to make our 
houses more comfortable, with more 
Tight, Bettcr bathrooms, more labour 
saving gadgets, modern architects are 
making unnecessary assaults on ex- 
ternal appearance.

styles of the past, Norman, Gothic, 
‘Tudor and Renaissance: to which they 
proudly claim the modern age is now 
adding a new chapter. Well, the 
future will judge. 

‘One interesting section is a model 
nursery. The beds, canvas sheets 
fightly’ stretched in a frame, are 
arranged above each other Uke bunks 
In a ship, with a rope ladder by: 
‘whieh. the infants climb to their 
Fespective lalrs; in one corner a trap 
Jdoor lifts up to disclose a pool for 
fsalling toy boats on; and all the 
furniture is sealed’ down tothe 
proportions of an average child of 
four to six.
